M. Ballot de Beaupre read his report 
amid religious silence and in tones of sing- 
ular clearness and distinctness. The most 
characteristic feature of his address is a 
scrupulous impartiality. His first day's 
task was to summarize the ground and to 
classify and explain the documents in his 
bulky portfolio. Tomorrow he will give 
his personal opinion of the matter; but his 
aim appears to be to let the evidence, co 
far as possible, speak for itself. Only 
one judge is absent owing to Ifllness, and 
the general belief is that revision is se- 


cure. 


The proceedings commenced at noon. 
Amid profound silence the president of the 
civil section of the court read his report on 
the case. After recalling the contentions 
under which the prosecution of Dreyfus 
was instituted in 1894, he dealt with the con- 
tradictory evidence of the experts in hand- 
writing and mentioned the protest of inno- 
cence by Dreyfus, who said to Lieutenant 
Colonel Henri: 

“This odious accusation ts the death of 
my life. I must have justice done me.”’ 

Henri replied that the matter did not 
come within his competence. 

M. Ballot de Beaupre then read a num. 
ber of eulogistic reports on Dreyfus, when 
the latter was a military school probation- 
er on the general staff, his interrogatory 
by Lieutenant Colonel DuPaty de Clam, 
in which Dreyfus persisted in Qenying hav- 
ing had relations with any foreign embas- 
Sy and his statement that he had not giv- 
én any documents to any agent relating to 
the defense of the country. 

The reporter afterwards described the 
Scene in Du Paty de Clam’s office in the 
presence of the chief of detectives, M. 
Rochefort, and sketched the history of the 
Dreyfus case. 

According to Du Paty de Clam, Dreyfus, 
when he saw the resemblance to his hand- 
writing, exclaimed: 

“They have stolen my handwriting.”’ 

It was also pointed out that Dreyfus, 
when the report of Ormes-Chevilles was 
Presented at the courtmartial, protested he 
had never seen the 120 short gun used and 
that he did not know before July of the 
disposition of the frontier /forces. The 
prisoner also said he had not had a copy 
of the firing manual, knew nothing of the 
documents respecting Madagascar, and 
Said to the reporter of the courtmartial: 

“T have now been more than six weeks 
in confinement. I swear I am innocent. The 
s0n of an Alsatian Protestant, I abandoned 
everything to serve France, and I am today 
worthy of leading her soldiers on the bat- 
tlefield. The martyrdom I suffer fs atro- 
cious.’ 

After reading M. Monard’s’ defense, 
Which concluded by maintaining that the 
material evidence of the bordereau and the 
Moral evidence cropping during the inquiry 
Pointed not to Dreyfus, but to Esterhazy 
a8 the culprit, M. Ballot de Beaupre dealt 
‘with the question of motive. He read the 
Police report furnished by M. Guene, the 
detective, all unfavorable to Dreyfus, and 
reports of the prefecture of police, point- 
ing out that there had been a confusion 
of Dreyfus with others of the same name 
who had been mixed up with gambling and 
disreputable female associations. The lat- 


' ter reports were not produced at the trial 


in 1894. " 


M. Ballot de Beaupre then pointed out 
that Dreyfus could not have acted as a 
traitor from anger or disappointment, as 
he had the finest prospects of an excellent 
military career. On the other hand, Ester- 
hazy, the reporter alleged, was a soldier

of fortune, always begging from the money 
lenders. 

Continuing, the reporter read letters 
written by Esterhazy @busing France and 
the French army, these producing a deep 
impression upon the audience. He referred 
to a letter written by Esterhazy to Baron 


Rothschild dated June 21, 1894 to the ef- 


fect that if his application for money were 
refused he would have no resource but to 
kill his family and then to commit suicide. 
Such, said the reporter, was Esterhazy's 
language on the eve of the date when 
the bordereau was “placed.” The infer- 
ence to be drawn was that Esterhazy 
sought in treason resources necessary to 
Carry on a life of dissipation. 

At this point, with the evident approval 
of all who listened, M. De Beaupre quoted 
from M. Monard’s statement as follows: 


“Although justice has been rendered 
more or less impotent With regard to 
Esterhazy by the latter's acquittal of the 
charge of being the author of the bor- 
dereau, it is n@ne the less the duty of the 
supreme court to restore liberty to un tn- 
hocent Man unjustly condemned.” 


Prior to the adjournment M. Ballot de 
Beaupre read. a letter from the British 
general, Talbot, who in 1894 was attached 
to the British embassy in Parts, rectifying 
the position of General Marquis de Ga!l!- 
fot. This ietter reached M. Mazeau 
through diplomatic channels. In it Gen- 
eral Talbot said that Marquis de Gallifot 
had misinterpreted his (Talbot’s) words as 
he had never had personal relations with 
Esterhazy in the way of ,.esp!onage, but 
had simply heard that Esterhazy’s charac- 
ter was well Known to the foreign milil- 
tary attaches. 

The court adjourned at half-past 6 
o'clock, when very few of the public yet 
remained tn the vicinity. The republican 
guards immediately returned to the bar- 
racks and the cordon of potice was dis- 
persed. 


FRENCHMEN ARE NOW ON TRIAL 


Leaders in Recent Riots and Disturb- 
ance Arraigned. 

Paris, May 29.—While the Dreyfus case 
was proceeding in one part of the palace of 
justice, the assize court on the court side 
of the building was occupied with the trial 
of M. DeRoulede and Mariel Habert, who 
are charged with inciting soldiers in insu- 
bordination on the day of the election of 
President Loubet. 

When M. DeRoulede (who is a member of 
deputies and creator in 1882 of the League 
of Patriots) was called upon to plead, he 
began a diatribe against parliamentarians 
and the Jews. During the course of his 
remarks he declared his action was mature- 
ly weighed, and reminded the court that he 
created Boulangism “in order to save 
France ’’ 

M. Mariel Habert followed. He admitted 
that he wished to cause a revolution, but 
denied having incited soldiers to disobedi- 
ence. He said he only sought to lead Gen- 
eral Roget to the Elysee palace, and that 
the men with him (Habert) had been mere- 
ly following officers. At one time when the 
presiding judge stopped M. DeRoulede, 
when the latter referred to President 
Loubet, he retorted hotly that he wanted to 
drive him out of the Elysee palace, which 
he said he had only reached, thanks to his 
mediocrity. 

Subsequently M. DeRoulede acknowledged 
he was guilty of all the charges except the 
allegation that he wanted to lead soldiers 
astray without a leader. 


DISPOSITION OF THE MERUEDES. 


Spaniard May Be Put in Service cer

Washington, May 29.—The navy depart- 
ment tcday instructed the commandant of 
the navy yard at Norfolk to accept the 
Reina Mercedes, from the 
Merritt & Chapman Wrecking Company. 
Under their contract, the Merritt & Chap- 
man company will receive $75,000 from the 
government as payment in full of all de- 

mands for their services.

YELLOW FEVER IS EXPECTED. 


Camps in Cuba Are Well Suppliei with

Washington, May 29.—A report of Gen- 
eral Brooke from Havana of no deaths 
‘from the 27th is a matter of congratula- 
tion for the army medical department. 
Havana, Santa Clara, Santiago and Ma- 
tanzas are all supplied now with well equip- 
ped hospitals and efficient forces of medi- 
cal officers. 

It is expected that a certain amount of 
yellow fever will develop in the island af- 


; ter the rainy season sets in, but prepata- 


tions have been made in advance to handle 
it as it develops, and with a very small 
unacciimated population no fear is enter- 
tained of an epidemic. 


FUNERAL OF SENOR CASTELAR. 


Great Crowd Attencs and All Offices 
Are Closed. 

Madrid, May 29.—Immense crowds wit- 
nessed today the funeral of Senor Don 
Emilo Castelar, the distinguished republi- 
can orator and statesman, who died at 
Murcia last Friday. All the public offices 
and most of the shops of the city were 
closed and Madrid put on universal em- 
blems of mourning. 

The guard of honor was furnished by the 
gendarmes. As the funeral cortege crossed 
the prado the Jesuits were hooted and out- 
side the ministry of finance cries were 
raised of ‘‘Viva la repwbdlica.”’ 

At the gates of the cemetery the crowds 
attempted to force their way in, and 6ev- 
eral scuffles with the police ensued. But 
the remains were finally interred at 8 
o’clock this evening and the mourners dis- 
persed without further incident.

BIMETALLIC LEAGUE MEETS IN

Louisviile, Ky., May 29.—Silver will be 
the pass word tn Louisville Wednesday 
and lasting through the rest of the week. 
At 2 o'clock in the afternoon Judge James 
P. Tarvin, president of the Ohio Valiey 
Bimetallic League, will drop the gavel 
at ‘Macauley's theater and the big conven- 
tion will be on in earnest. 

Mayor Weaver will deliver the address 
of welcome and Judge Tarvin will respond, 
after which the convention will be formally 
opened. 

The announcement was made today that 
Oliver H. P. Belmont, the New York finan- 
cler, has consented to speak at the Bryan 
banquet. 

The speeches at the Bryan banquet are 
limited to ten minutes, except that of M's. 
jryan, upon whom no limit has been 
set. 

Cc. C. Roe, secretary of the executive 
committee, received a telegram today from 
Judge Tarvin stating that 153 bimetallic 
organizations had reported to him tbeir 
intention of being represented at the con- 
vention, and that these combined organiza- 
tions were entitled to 3,463 delegates. Mr. 
Roe estimates that fully 1,500 of these dele- 
gates will attend the convention. Those in 
charge of the arrangements express the be- 
lief that fully 10,000 visitors will be at- 
tracted to the big gathering of silver men. 


MAY MAKE FIGHT ON HANNA. 


REPUBLICANS OF OHIO WILL IN- 
DORSE M’KINLEY. 


The Senator Who Succeeded Sherman 
May Not Go to the Presiden- 
tial Convention. 


Cincinnati, May 29.—The republican state 
convention at Columbus this week promises 
to be an extraordinary political event, not 
because of the factional fighting alone, but 
also because of its effect on the presidential 
election next year in the president’s state. 

There is no doubt whatever about the 
convention adopting a strong resolution for 
the renomination of President McKinley, 
but the character of the Ohio delegation 
that will be sent to the national convention 
for him next year may depend to some 
extent on the make up of the state ticket 
and the new state central committee, as the 
Kurtz-Bushnell-McKisson element want to 
secure control now with a view to prevent- 
ing Senator Hanna from being one of the 
Ohio delegates at large next year. 


BURNETT HOUSE ON FIRE. 


CINCINNATI FIREMEN HAVE A 
LIVELY FIGHT WITH FLAMES. 


The Guests Are Got Out of the Burn- 
ing Building Safely and 
Quickly. 


Cincinnati, O., May 29.—Early this even- 
ing an electric light wire got crossed in the 
billlard room of the Burnett house. A 
guest noticed the flash, but as nothing 
more was seen the matter was dropped. 

At 12:30 tonight smoke was seen to issue 
from the ceiling of the billiard room. A 
silent alarm was sent to the fire depart- 
ment. When the engines came and the 
situation Was examined a ten blow was 
sent in promptly. 

Meantime all the guests had been awak- 
ened and brought downstairs. This was 
done without a panic or excitement. The 
only excItement was among the servant 
girls, twenty-five of whom clambored down 
the fire escape excitedly when the exit was 
easy for them through the halls and stair- 
ways. The fire was confined to the extreme 
northwestern corner of the building, where 
it smoldered its way up through the parti- 
tions and broke through the -oof. 

At 1:30 it is completely under control. 
The injury by fire ang water will be eon- 
fined to the portion mentioned and wil] 
not be above $58,000 or $10,000. The eastern 
and southern part of the building, compris- 
ing four-fifths of its space, will not be 
affected. The building belongs to the §S.

GERMANS OPPOSEREPUBLICANS 


The Significant Attitude of the German 
Press of the West 


NO HOPE IN WEW ENGLAND CROWD 


The National Committeeman from Con- 
necticut Tells of Conditions Up 
There—Altgeld on Campaign 
Issue—More Gossip of 
the Conference. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

St. Louis, May 29.—(Special.)—There are 
some signs of hope in the democratic skies 
—substantial hope. I mean, the kind that 
finds fulfillment. While it would be little 
short of foolish to say that the indications 
taken as a whole are favorable to demo- 
cratic victory, there are bright spots here 
and there, and even with the record of a 
successful war and with the assistance of a 
trust corruption fund, the republicans may 
be beaten. 

Of course much of the talk of the demo- 
cratic leaders while they were gathered to- 
gether was of the outlook; and while it 
could not be called roseate, viewed from 
any standpoint, the leaders are full of hope 
that the developments of the next twelve 
months will be highly favorable. 

Among the Germans. 

Here in the west, where there is a very 
large German population, there are many 
signs of encouragement. In tne campaign 
of 1896 these Germans Were almost to a 
man with the republicans, All or their pa- 
pers were strong advocates of the election 
of McKinley, and, scared by the representa- 
tions of the,enemy that the democratic 
party and the democratic platform meant 
war upon property, the thrifty Germans 
flocked to the republican standard. Since 
then they have had their eves opened to 
the real state of facts. The menace of 
“free silver’ is no menace to them, because 
they now see that there Is neither anarchy 
nor flatism in it. They may not be alto- 
gether converted, but they are in a state 
where they see that as between the trusts 
on the one hand and free silver on the 
other, the greater danger lis {in the trusts. 

The German papers form one of the 
greatest of political powers, for the Ger- 
mans read these papers printed in the 
mother tongue, and follow them. I am 
told that almost without a sin:zle exception, 
these papers are pronounced against the 
trust evil. They are with the 
democrats on that great issue, and 
on one other point they are prac- 
tically agreed: they are against anything 
that smacks of imperialism. They are 
against what they conceive to be the policy 


of the McKinley administration with regard - 


te territorial aggression, but to a man they 
shy at the suggestion made in republican 
New England that we should withdraw our 
troops and leave the islands and the 
islanders to their own fate. It’s a sort of 
devil and deep sea quandary, in a sense; 
but there will be no doubt of where they 
will go unless the democrats make the mis- 
take of committing the party to the Edward 
Atkinson policy of retreat. 
Of Practical Value. 

From the standpoint.of practical politics, 
there is a great deal to this German vote. 
The republicans cannot carry a state west 
of the Alleghanies and north of the Ohlo 
without it. More than once has it led the 
party to its Waterloo. It is normally a re- 
publican vote, but when it does disagree 
with republican policies it emphasizes its 
disagreement in the most practical way. 

There is absolutely nothing, on the other 
hand, in this New England crowd that 
would seduce the democratic party from its 
moorings. The gang that tries to create dis- 
cord among our soldiers when they are 
faced by a foreign foe-~such a gang could 
under no circumstances be of political value 
to any party. Its support would certainly 
prove more destructive than its enmity. 
Catering to that same crowd of mugwump- 
republicans has got the party into more 
treuble than anything else in recent years, 
and to listen to them at this time would 
be more harmful than any of the other 
mistakes that have been made in the past. 

A New England Opinion. 

That at least is the opinion of those who 
know that crowd best. One of these is 
Hon. Alexander Troup, member of the na- 
tional committee from Connecticut. Mr. 
Troup is a democrat of democrats. He has 
been an active factor in public life for forty 
years, and he is a keen observer of men. 
He knows that New England gang—knows 
them like a book. “There is absolutely 
nothing in them,’’ he says; “not a thing. 
Despite all their protestations on this issue 
or that, they will stick to the republican 
party when it comes to casting their votes. 
They are republicans; and you will see them 
voting the republican ticket, no matter 
what sort of a platform you make. 

‘It would be criminal mismanagement. 
in my opinion, for us tO waste any time 
in the next campaign on New England. In- 
deed, I do not believe we have anything to 
gain north of the Potomac, nor east of the 
Ohio. It is possible that changes might 
come that would make it possible to do 
something in New York and Maryland, but 
as for New England there is not an electo- 
ral vote to be got up there. Those of us 
who are democrats are just as loyal as 
the democrats of Missouri or Georgia, but 
there are not enough of us. It is foolish 
to think that there is a possibility to get

WELL KNOWN CARICATURIST, OF 
NEW YORK, ENDS HIS LIFE. 


Had Quarreled with His Wife,-She 
Left Him—On Her Return She 
Found Him Dead. 

New York, May 29.—(Special.)—In a room 
littered with half-completed sketches, typl- 
fying merry moods and quaint conceits, 
Archie Newton Boyd, a caricaturist and 
creator of humorous drawings, was found 
dead today. A tube leading from a gas 
jet to the bed upon which he had stretched 
himself for his last sleep showed the man- 
ner of his taking off. Close to his hand, 
with the parti-colored ink scarcely dry, lay 
a sheet of a Sunday newspaper bearing an 

example of his work. 

Boyd lived at No. 421 Park Place, Brook- 
lyn. He was a young man, just past 
twenty-five, belonging to a well-known 
southern family. He came to New York 
several years ago to win fame. His 
father is superintendent of transportation 
for a southern railroad. Two years ago 
Boyd married. The match did not receive 
the approval of his parents. Lately Boyd 
and his wife had frequent quarrels. They 
fell out on Saturday, and Mrs. Boyd left 
the house. 

This forenoon Mrs. Boyd returned to Park 
Place. She said that she came to make up 
with her husband. The ominous quiet of 
the rooms appalled her. When she ap- 
proached the apartment where Boyd work- 
ed at his drawings, she smelle@ gas. A 
glance in the door showed Boyd lying on a 
couch. He was dead, 


LULA ELMORE’S BODY FOUND. 


STORY OF NEGRO’S SENTIMEN- 
TALITY FROM MONTGOMERY. 


Lovers Conclude To Die Together. 
Wilson Shoots Lula and Cuts 
His Own Throat. 


Mcntgomery, Ala., May 
The discovery this afternoon in Oak park, 
the city public park, of the decomposing re- 
mains of Lula Elmore, completes the chain 
of evidence in as thrilling a story of negro 
sentimentality as ‘perhaps the history of 
the race since slavery develops. Lula EI- 
more and George Wilson, a man whose 
family resided at Mt. Meigs, in this county, 
lived together in this city. Their relations 
were intimate, 

Recently Wilson was called away for a 
month. On his return he found another 
man living with his eramorata. He bore 
his regret with patience. A few days aeo 
he protested, and the woman promised to he 
loyal. Saturday she wrote him to mect her 
at a railroad station a mile from town, 
about dark. He did so. The following 
morning he was found half a mile further 


down the track in the agonies of death, 


with his throat cut from ear to ear. In the 
man’s pocket, written on a pencil pad, was 
a statement purporting to Be signed by him 
and by Lula Elmore. The effect of it was 
that they had lived together and were then 
dying together. 

A careful search failed to reveal the wo- 
man’s body and it was suspected that she 
had committed the murder and left the 
writing as a blind. The police have been 
searching various houses in the city for 
her since that time. This afternoon persons 
strolling through the park found the wo- 
man’s remains. The park is half a mile 
from the place where Wilson died, and the 
presumption is that he Rilled his willing 
victim in the park and then proceeded along 
the railroad to an advantageous point and 
cut his own throat. 


DEAD AND INJURED ROBBED. 


VICTIMS OF WRECK AT WATER- 
LOO IN HANDS OF THIEVES. 


Watches, Money and Other Valuables 
Taken from Those in the 
Debris. 


Waterloo, Iowa, May 29.—The unknown 
man who was killed in the wreck on the 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern 
railroad near this city yesterday morning, 
has been identified as wiwin J. Baker, of 
Hot Springs, Ark., by a telegram which 
was received from Mrs, Baker tonight. It 
is believed that there are no inore bodies 
in the wreck. 

‘It developed today that the clothes of 
some of the killed and injured were rified 
by thieves while they were pinned under 
the wreckage. The friends of David I. 
Hallo, of Minneapolis, who arrived today, 
state that he wore a diamond ring worth 
$2300 and had $400 in money. When his body 
was found the ring was gone, and only a 
small amount of money was in his pocket.

UFFICERS ARE NOW GIVING IN 


Qut of 300 Privates Who Call for Cash 
Only 112 Are Paid, 


ARMY ROLLS ARE FOUND DEFECTIVE 


Insurgents’ Officers Seeing the Men 
Disregard Their Orders and Re- 
quest, Offer American Pay- 
master Their Help 
in Paying Off, 


Havana, May 29.—Today’s events fn con- 
nection with the payment of the Cuban 
troops entitled to apply here for a share 
in the American gratuity have effectively 
killed off the opposition to the receipt of 
the bounty by privates. In American mil- 
itary circles it is considered that a fine 
start has been madé and that the oppo- 
sition is defeated. 

Three hundred privates arrived during 
the day to apply for payment, but though 
Lieutenant Colonel George H. Randall, of 
the Eighth United States infantry, the 
commissioner superintending the distribu- 
tion here, kept his office open from 10 a. m. 
to 5 p. m., only 112 could be paid during 
that interval, as each man took up several 
minutes. 

Many who brought arms were not on 
the rolls at all. Ninety-nine rifles were 
surrendered, most of the applicants de- 
clining to take any chances in turning 
the weapons over to the mayor of Havana, 
evidently belleving it would be better to 
give them direct to the Americans. 

All day it was virtually impossible to 
get through the front door of the office 
unless the sentry cleared the way. The 
Cuban officers, who on the first day tried 
to discourage any who were disposed to 
apply, finding now that the tide of feeling 
has turned, are offering all the assistance 
possible to Colone} Randall. At the con- 
clusion of the day’s work there were more 
than 200 who had not been heard. Thess 
will have to wait until after the return 
of the pay car on June 15th, when there 
will probably be extra days assigned to 
Havana. 

Tomorrow morning the pay car will 
leave, carrying money, Colonel Randall, his 
escort, a physician and the paymasters. 
One thousand posters were sent this af- 
ternoon into the proyince of Pinar del 
Rio to announce the places and dates of 
payment. 


Bandit Rules with Rough Hanés. — 

General Pedro Delgado, commanding the 
Cuban forces around Guanajay, called his 
men together today, told them they were 
disbanded and ordered them to take their 
arms and go home. Of the 200 some thirty 
who were mounted on ponies, said they 
would ride to Havana and get their money. 
Thereupon Delgado, who was formerly a 
notorious bandit, called upon the rest to 
draw up in line and to shoct any man who 
took the road to Havana. The thirty 
mounted men gloomily dispersed. They 
will have an opportunity to receive their 
shares later. It is said that most of the 
Cubans who, though having arms, did not 
figure in the muster rolls when they ap- 
plied for payment, were furnished with 
the weapons by friends at Guanabacoa, 
where many arms had been stored with 
keepers of grocery shops by people who 
had purchased them from the Spanish 
guerrillas and volunteers. These were given 
out to enable the holders to secure shares 
in the American gratuity. Some Cubans, 
undoubtedily entitled to payment, have also 
obtained arms from the same source and 
are thus able to retain the weapons that 
they used during the war. 

The disbanding of the troops continues. 
Twelve hundred men, under the command 
of General Jacinto Hernandez, who were 
encamped at San Jose de las Lajas, about 
twenty-one miles from Havana, have been 
mustered out. They were given certifi- 
cates of service redeemable under the first 
Cuban government. Some of these men 
were in the Cuban service three and a 
half years. One party of eighty, living 
in Santa Clara, started immediately for 
their homes. The horses of many have died 
of disease or been killed off, and conse- 
quently most of the men go home by trains, 
which give them free passage. 

Ludlow Annoyed by Editorial. 

Major General Ludlow, military governor 
of the department of Havana, has been not 
a little annoyed at the appearance in the 
United States of letters written by private 
individuals here and the editoria} comment 
upon them, seeming to place upon him the 
responsibility for certain municipal regula- 
tions in Havana which did not originate 
with him. These communications and artli- 
cles refer mainly to such civic orders as 
bear upon smoking in street cars, smoking 
in theaters and the costume to be worn by 
the working clasg in puLlic places. He says 
that the mayor and counci} of Havana have 
almost the same civic liber .y enjoyed in any 
American city, although the island is under 
military rule. As a matter of form, all. or- 
ders issued by the civilian authorities must 
have the final approva] of the military 
governor, but General Ludlow points out 
that he would not think, except under ex- 
traordinary conditions, of vetoing any order 
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manating from the mayor of Havana. He 

lieves the largest liberty should be al- 
lowed the Cubans and* that they should 
have every opportunity to show their abil- 

’sty to govern themselves. Thus far he has 
hassued only four orders, none of which 
; could have emanated from the civil author- 

; ities, the principal two being the order pro- 

‘hibiting the serving of liquor to soldiers, 

and the order nullifying the concession to 
the O’Rellly family relative to the tax on 
cattle kfiled in Havana. 

Major John G. Davis, chief surgeon, has 
asked the mayor, Senor Perfecto la Coste, 
to direct a ten days’ quarantine in the case 

' of al) cattle arriving here, owing to the ex- 
istence of Texas fever. 

La Discussion today editorially attacks 
“the system of giving Americans prefer- 
ence in the custom thouse.’”’ It publishes a 
list of positions, Incumbents and salaries, 
and says that the best jobs are given to 
yankees, especially Nebraskans. 

“The natives of Mr. Meikeljohn’s state,”

Otis Issues Order Re-Establishing 
Philippine Temple of Justice. 
Manila, May 20.—An order has been issued 
re-estaLlishing the Philippine courts, which 
have been closed since the American occu- 
pation.

The Filipino members. are all prominent 
lawyers. Arrelano is the jeader of his pro- 
fession in the islands. In the early stages 
of the Filipino movement he was Aguinal- 
do’s principal adviser. Aranita was a 
member of Aguinaldo’s first cabinet. Mel- 
liza was president of the insurgent govern- 
ment at Iloilo. Torres is the leader of the 


local committee working with the commis- 
sion to conciliate the insurrectionists. 
Spanish will be the official language of 
the courts. There has been agitation among 
the local British, and American business 
men and American lawyers, who came to 
the Philippines to make a fortune, to have 
the English code and language adopted. but 
(Major General Otis concluded that it would 
be unwise, even if practicable, to upset long 
usage. He thought it best to give the na- 
tives courts in the language to which they 
have been accustomed. The Spanish saia- 
ries proved a stumbling block to obtaining 
good men, the highest being only $2,500, the 
Spanish judges receiving fees, which are 


abolished. All the judges are representative 
men. 


MORE REPORTS FROM MANILA. 


Officers Portray Work of the Volun- 
teers in the Field. 
Washington, May 29.—The war depart- 
ment made public today two more of the 
reports of operations around Manila early 
in February. They are from Colonel Harry 
Keerlin, First Montana, and Major Mal- 
lory, inspector general of United States 
volunteers. Colonel Keerlin’s regiment was 
the one which was in close touch with the 
Pennsylyania, with its capture of the 
Chinese Pemetery, as detailed in a report 
fgom thé commander of that regiment made 
public some days ago. The story does not 
differ materially from that of. the Pennsyl- 

vania commander. 

Colonel Keerlin states that the Montana 
regiment took part in the charge on the 
cemetery, whose possession was strongly 
contested by a large force of natives. The 
regiment subsequently helped to capture 
and occupy Caloocan, losing one man kill- 
ed and twenty-three wounded. 

Major Mallory’s report deals principally 
with the operations on the further side of 
Caloocan about February 23d, when an out- 

ost of Kansas headquarters was driven in 

y a sortie of the insurgents. This outpost 
consisted of only a non-commissioned officer 
and eight men. Major Mallory was sent 
with company I, cf the First Montana, to 
recapture it, which he did promptly. There 
was a hot fight with the insurgents in the 
maze of dikes and rice fields on the east of 
the town, and here it was that Lieutenant 
French was killed while trying to save a 
party of Filipinos from annihilation. 

These natives had been surrounded by the 
advance of the First Montana, and were 
cut off from retreat in every direction. They 
signified that they wished to surrender. 
Lieutenant French stood up, and, waving 
his hat, called out in Spanish that if they 
would come over to his position they would 
be safe. Just then a shot was fired, ap- 
parently from a hut which he was trying 
to save. It struck him in the chest, and 
he died almost instantly. The report is 
eilent as to the subsequent fate of the 
group of Filipinos.

Dominion Has Caused All Trouble 
Between America and England 


CONTRACTS QUICKLY BROKEN 


—— 


American Lumbermen Forced into Bank- 
fuptcy by Repeal of Lease, 


AGREEMENT MACE AND LAW CHANGED 


British Possessions Now Lay Claim to 
Territory Over Which They 
Never Attempted Any Con- 

trol in the 
Past. 


Washington, May 29.—Feeling is to be 
necessary at this stage in the exchanges 
between the United States and Great 
Britain respecting the Canadian boundary 
controversy that the exact attitude of the 
American commissioners should be de- 
fined and that the people not only of thé 
United States, but of Great Britain might 
have opportunity to judge for themselves 
of the comparative rectitude of the actions 
of the United States and Canada, respec- 
tively, the following ‘statement has been 
obtained from a prominent person: 

‘Canada continues to be a land of sur- 
prises. The friendly protocol of Washing- 
ton was signed on May 30, 1898, for the 
adjustment of all differences between the 
United States and Canada in a most ami- 
cable spirit. The ink of that protocol was 
only well dry when the province of On- 
tario discovered a chance to exhibit her 
idea of international equity. American 
lumbermen had been invited to take lum- 
ber limits in that province with the privi- 
lege of cutting logs and exporting them to 
the United States. The provincial govern- 
ment, after giving them their lease and 
taking their money into the treasury, pass- 
ed a decree prohiviting the export of such 
logs, with the result of causing some 
bankruptcies in Michigan. During the ses- 
sions of the commission the same peculiar 
idea of international justice was exhibited 
in another province—that of British Co- 
lumbia. This time it was the mining in- 
terests that were involved. The authori- 
ties of that province took the money of 
the American miners who had made the 
discoveries of gold, allowed them to spend 
thousands of dollars in constructing a 
roadway to the scene of their interests 
and then proceeded to change their laws 
to confine such mining privileges to Brit- 
ish subjects and British corporations. 

“Another such issue of this kind of 
practices worked out to American nursery- 
men. They had taken contracts to sup- 
ply certain stocks to certain Canadians 
when under the pretense of fear of San 
Jose scale, the Canadian authorities pro- 
hibited any further importation of nur- 
sery stock. At the same time the Cana- 
dian courts held the Americans liable for 
violation of the-contracts to which their 
own laws had caused to be vacated. 

“The dominion government also seems to 
share these pecullar principles of inter- 
national intercourse in respect to boundary 
of Alaska. They protested indignantty 
against any conditions saving the existing 
right of Americans to the country to be 
be arbitrated. Years before the commis- 
sion met United States citizens without 
any question or protest against their right 
to do so, had occupied the head waters of 
the Lynn canal and established towns and 
settlements there. Canada had never as- 
serted claim to the region. The Ameri- 
cans had built paths over the passes from 
the Lynn canal veyond the mountains and 
established communication’ with the Yu- 
kon by intervening lakes and streams. 
This, too, was done without protest or 
question of their rights to pass over the 
mountain summits. 

‘Inder these circumstances the United 
States commissioners thought it right to 
withhold such tidewater settlements from 
the arbitrators’s jurisdiction, and it was 
against this limitation that the Canadian 
commissioners so vehemently protested. 
Now it seems that Canada is protesting 
Wiltn equal vehemence against arbitration 
unless the United States shall agree to 
give them in any case the Pyramid harbor 
region, to which they never before the 
meeting asserted any rights, which they 
had never occupied with flag or constable 
or a Canadian subject or even a canoe. 

‘‘HHoow they reconcile this claim with 
their proposition in the commission in re- 
spect to referring the boundary question 
to arbitration remains to be explained to 
the British government. There seems lit- 
tle prospect of adjustment of the boundary 
question if it is left to the control of the 
Canadians. If they are to control the ac- 
tion of the imperial government it is im- 
portant to that government that Canada 
should bring her ideas to conformity to 
those which have hitherto guided Great 
Britain and the United States in the paths 
of peace and friendship.’’ 

The officials familiar with rvrhat has 
been done so far in the Canadian négo- 
tiations dismiss very quietly the published 
statements that the present hitch grew out 
of the failure of the two countries to agree 
upon the nationality of an umpire for 
the proposed arbitration, with the sim- 
ple remark that this referred to a phase of 
the negotiations existing many months 
back when the commission was in session 
and does not cut any figure now.

Rules Which He Has Been Consid- 
ering Past Year Given Dut, 


THE CHANGES ARE NUMEROUS 


Four Thousand Offices Are Released 
from the Old Ruling, 


NEW ORDER 1S FAR REACHING 


Positions That Have Been Under the 
Civil Service Rules for Years 
Now Open to Appointment 
at Will of the Ruling 
Power. 


May 29.—President Mc- 
Kinley issued the amendments to 
the civil service rules which he 
has had under consideration for about a 
year. It releases from the operations of 
the civil service rules about 4,000 offices. 
Among such places are the following: 

Pension examining surgeons, Indians em- 
ployed in the Indian service not connected 
with the Indian school service, and many 
places in the engineer department at large, 
the guartermaster’s department at large, 
the Subsistence department at large, the 
ordnance department at large and of the 
war départment. With reference to these 
places in the outside war department ser- 
vice it is provided that they shall be sub- 
ject to regulations to be prescribed by the 
secretary of war and approved by the pres- 
ident, thus placing these branches of the 
service on substantially the same basis as 
the naval yards service. 

The following named employees or posi- 
tions, which have been classified under the 
civil service, are excepted from the require- 
ments of examination or registration unless 
otherwise stated: 

Two private secretaries or confidential 
clerks to the president. 

Two private secretaries or confidential 
clerks to the head of each of the eight ex- 
ecutive departments. 

One private secretary or confidential 
clerk to each of the assistant heads of the 
eight executive departments. 

One private secretary or confidential 
clerk to certain heads of bureaus, and the 
same to all other heads of bureaus if au- 
thorized by law. All persons appointed by 
the president without confirmation by the 
senate. 

Attorneys, assistant attorneys and special 
assistant attorneys. 

All shipping commissioners. 

Not exceeding one cashier in each cus- 
toms district if authorized by the secretary 
of the treasury. 

Not exceéding one chief or principal depu- 
ty or assistant collector at each customs 
port, and not exceeding one principal depu- 
ty collector of customs at each sub-port or 
etation. 

One deputy naval officer at each customs 
port where a naval officer is authorized by 
law.

Confidential Clerks Exempt. 

One private secretary or confidential 
clerk if authorized by the secretary of the 
treasury to the collector of each customs 
district where the receipts for the last pre- 
ceding fiscal year amounted to as much as 
$700,000. All deputy collectors of internal 
revenue who are borne on the rolls as such 
and the allowances for whose salaries is 
fixed by the secretary of the treasury. 

Storekeepers and gaugers whose compen- 
sation does not exceed $3 per day when 
actually employed, and whose aggregate 
ecmpensation shall not exceed $500 per an- 
num. 

Not exceeding one chief clerk in each 
mint or assay office who is authorized by 
law to act for the superintendent or assay- 
er in charge during his absence or dis- 
ability. 

One private secretary or confidential clerk 
to the superintendent, one cashier, one de- 
posit weigh clerk, one assistant coiner, one 
assistant melter and refiner and one assist- 
ant assayer in each mint or assay office. 
Provided: That appointments to extempted 
positions in the customs and revenue ser- 
vice shall be subject to an examination, to 
be prescribed by the secretary of the 
treasury. 

One clerk to each army paymaster in 
actual service. 

Wardens, chaplains and physicians in the 
United States penitentiaries or prisons.

Any person employed as Office or field 
deputy in the office of a United States 
marshal, 


On Tests of Fitness. 
Appointments to the following 
are to be made hereafter on tests 
prescribed in paragraphs 74 to 89, 
of navy yard order No. 23, revised, but pend- 
ing the results of such examinations the 
secretary of the navy may appoint to the 
above positions qualified persons for @ 
period not to exceed thirty days. 

All persons at navy yards, naval stations 
and at private shipbuilding and manufac- 
turing establishments where work is done 
by contract for the navy department, em- 
ployed as special mechanics a Bien 
assistants, inspectors of work andmaterials 
(including ordnance, armor, armor plate, 
marine engines, Nwis, buildings, dredging, 
etc.) 

A large number of persons in the quarter- 
master’s, ordnance and engineer's depart- 
ment of the army to be appointed upon 
tests of fitness, as are also the principal 
employees at the national military parks at 
Gettysburg, Shiloh, Chickamauga, Chatta- 
nooga, Vicksburg and Antietam. 

Rule 4 is amended so as to require only 
non-competitive examinations to test the 
fitness of a person whom the head of an 
executive department shall nominate for 
appointment in the classified service. The 
amendment provides against the transfer 
of persons employed under this rule to place 
in the competitive service. 

The provisions covering the rule of per- 
sons in the classified service is altered ma- 
terially in language and as changed reads 
as follows: 

“‘No removal shall be made from the com- 
petitive classified service except for just 
cause and for reasons given in writing, and 
the persons sought to be removed shall 
have notice and be furnished a copy of 
such reasons, and be allowed a reasonalLle 
time for personally answering the same in 
writing. Copy of such reasons, notice and 
answer and of the order of removal shall 
be made a part of thé records of the proper 
department of office, and the reasons for 
any change jn rank or compensation within 
the competitive classified service shall also 
be made a part of the records of the proper 
department or office.’’ 

Rule 7 of the act is amended so as to give 
persons honorably discharged from hervice 
in the army or navy of the United States 
in the Spanish-American was, as well as 
the veterans jn the civil war, preference in 
the making of appointments. 

The term eligibility, heretofore one year 
from the date of the entry of the name of 
the eligible candidate on the civil service 
commissions’ register, is extended for a 
further period of one year, in the discretion 
of the commission. 

Rule 9 is so amended as to exempt per- 
sons who served in the war with Spain from 
the one year limit in the matter of rein- 
Statement after discharge fram the service. 
This provision also applies alike to the 
widows of such soldiers. 

An entirely new classification of persons 
in the classified service is made and the sec- 
tion relating to transfer is materially 
changed,

He was caucus nominee and put up @ 
game fight, but the republicans had a vote 
too many for him. ‘‘We feel certain that 
we can beat Elkins next time,’’ said Colo- 
nel McGraw, who, by the way, is an able 
and highly successful lawyer. ‘‘In the fight 
for the control of the present legisiature 
they had the great advantage of freving 
ten of the hold-over senators to our one. 
That was ithe only thing that saved them. 
Of the hold-overs elected lagt fall we se- 
cured eight to their five. That gives us a 
slight advantage. We believe we have a 
good chance to carry West Virginia next 
time. There is no state in the union where 
the people have a more perfect object les- 
son of the workings of the trusts and mon- 
opolies than in West Virginia and they 


will show what they think in the next 
election.’’ 


A Pipe Dream. 

The republican papers must have been 
woefully hard up for political stories a few 
days ago. When I got out here I found 
that the enterprising correspondents on the 
ground had been filling space with a dream 
about Stone, of Missouri, having a scheme 
to supplant Bryan and himself become the 
candidate for the presidency. This is only 
interesting as evidence of. the desperate 
straits to which newspapers are sometimes 
driven in their search for novel features. 
This was novel enough, but that fs the only 
thing to recommend it. A more arrant fake 
was nevér perpetrated. 

Stone is likely to cut a considerable fig- 
ure in the coming campaign, but not as a 
candidate for president. He will in all like- 
lihood be found as chairman of the national 
committee, a place for which he has strong 
qualifications. Senator Jones’s health is so 
bad that he could not serve if he were 
urged to do so. I would not be at all sur- 
prised if the insists on resigning immediate- 


ly on his return from abroad, where he {is 
now for his health. 


Altgeld on the Issues. 

This man Altgeld “may not be a factor 
in the_active politics of Illinois any longer, 
but he is a brainy man and one whose 
views are always worth reproducing. He 
made a short talk at the dinner, but in talk- 
ing with a party of leading democrats in 
the lobby of the Planter’s later he elabo- 
rated his ideas about issues at some length. 

“It will be impossible to confine the cam- 
paign of 1900 to any one issue,’ said Gover- 
nor Altgeld. ‘‘There will be several great 
questions that have arisen which the peo- 
ple demand shall be met and solved.

relief should not be sought through the | 


medium of the initiative and referendum, 
which, it is belleved, would strip the bribe- 
giver ang the bribe-taker of their power in 
the affairs of the nation. 

“3. The breaking down of the scheme of 
the trial by jury and of government by 
inSunction. 

“4. Dangers arising from the tremendous 
aggregations of capital, the trust evil. 

‘5. Imperialism, which is the natural out- 
growth of all the other things I have men- 
tioned. 

‘The platform of 1900,’”’ continued Gover- 
nor Altgeld, ‘‘very probably will include all 
that was in the platform adopted at Chi- 
cago in 1896, with the addition of other 
things that have come up since then and 
are awaiting a solution,- All these issues 
must be met fairly and squarely, and the 
people are willing to abide by the decision. 
Any marked departure from the platform 
of 1896 would create distrust. It would be 
viewed as a dodging of the issues in which 
the people are most deeply interested. The 
people would distrust the politicians; they 
would regard it in the Nght of betrayal, 
and it would result {n the disintegration of 
the democratic party. The party would 
gradually melt away, and when election 
day rolled around there would be no party. 
The politicians would discover that they 
cannot deliver the party.” 


Bryan a Leader. 

Speaking of the probable standard bearer, 
Governor Altgeléysald that if the nomina- 
tion were made ay the people would 
declare unqualifiedly for Bryan. 

“He is the most popular man in p> par- 
ty,’’ he continued, ‘‘and stands closer to 
the rank and file of the people than any 
other man in the country. The people have 
confidence in him; they regard him as a 
man of excellent judgment, a good leader, 
a man of sincerity, an ideal candiflate for 
the presidency. The people want a man 
who will stand squarely on the platform, 
one who is not afraid to meet the issues. 
They want no trimmers. A candidate who 
would be afraid to come out squarely and 
stand for the principles enunciated in the 
party platform would not meet the require- 
ments. Many things may transpire in the 
course of next year to change the trend of 
affairs, but unless something very much 
unforeseen happens, Mr. Bryan will be the 
party standard bearer. Mr. Bryan stands 
for all that is democratic in the true sense 
of the term.’

ITALY OFFERS AN AMENDMENT 


Americans Want Arbitration When Two 
Nations Are Disputing, 


MEDIATION WON'T STOP PREPARATIONS 


Naval and Military Sections Discuss 
the Disarmament Feature, but In- 
cations Are That Nothing 
Will Be Accomplisherl 
on This Line. 


The Hague, May 29.—The drafting com 
mittee, or sub-committee of the arbitration 
committee, met today and discussed the 
Russian scheme, adopting with slight modi- 
fications the first six articles. 

Count Nigra, chief of the Italian delega- 
tion, submitted a proposaB of mediation 
anf arbitration consisting of six articles 
in the form of an amendment to the Rus- 
sian project. 

The Americans also submitted an amend- 
ment demanding that in the event of a 
dispute between two nations each should 
choose another nation to act together as 
arbitrators to settle the difference without 
bloodshed. This must not be confounded 
with the proposal for a permanent arbi- 
tration tribunal which the Americans will 
introduce during the week. 

The Italian proposal includes a clause 
providing that mediation and arbitration 
shall not stop mobilization or preparations 
for war. Neither the American nor Italian 
amendment has yet been discussed. 

The naval and military sections of the 
disarmament committee both met today 
and exchanged ideas in a desultory man- 
ner. The impression gains ground that the 
outcome of this committee will be practi- 
cally nil. 

The British minister to the Netherlands, 
Henry Howard, gave a grand reception 
tonight, at which all the delegates and the 
leaders of Dutch society were present. 

The reported decision of the conference 
to admit as a subject for deliberation and 
action the American proposition to exempt 
private property from seizure at sea is 
also gr@tifying. The assurance that Eng- 
lang, which has long held aloof, will give 
her sugport to this American proposition, 
is belidved almost to insure its adoption, 
and if\ithia should be the case the state 
department would regard that one result 
as re than repaying the natfon’s con- 
cerned for the cost and trouble of assem- 
bling the conference. 

The American delegates are still having 
a free hand, Secretary Hay finding no oc- 
casion to add materially to their instruc- 
tions since they entered the conference. 


SCHEME ORIGINATED WITH HAY. 


Arbitration Now Before the Peace Con- 
ference Is American Plan. 
Washington, May 29.—The president and 
Secretary Hay are gratified at the prece- 
dence given by the conference to arbitra- 
tion, the subject of which is regarded as 

mainly American in conception. 

The detailed scheme on arbitration which 
is to be proposed by the delegation was 
carefully wrought out at the state depart- 
ment before the commissioners sailed from 
New York. It will be laid before the con- 
ference probably tomorrow. 

The details of the American project can- 
not be divulged now as a matter of cour- 
tesy to the conference, but it can be stated 
that the project is remarkable at once 
for its simplicity and comprehensiveness. 

The news from The Hague that the 
British and Russian representatives are 
conferring with a view to reconciling the 
points of difference in their two schemes 
of arbitration gives satisfaction for the 
reason that it promises well for an easy 
amalgamation of opposing schemes with 
the American project, the latter being very 
similar in principle to the British plan. 


EX-GOVERNOR HOLLIDAY DEAD. 


Served His State in the Field and in 
the Executive Chair. 
Richmond, Va., May 29.—Ex-Governor 
Frederick William Mackey Holliday died 
at his home in Winchester this morning, 
aged seventy-one years. He wag born in 
Winchester, graduated from the academic 
department of Yale and took the law 

course at the University of Virginia. 

When the civil war broke out he was 
practicing law, but immediately entered 
the service of his native state. He was 
soon tendered and accepted the command 
of an infantry company, later rose to the 
colonelcy of a regiment in the Stonewall 
brigade and lost an arm at Slaughter’s 
mountain. 

Unon retirement from the service he wage 
elected to the confederate congress, in 
which he served until the end of the war. 
He was a commissioner from Virginia to 
the Centennial exposition at Philadelphia 
in 1876 and was electeq governor of Vir- 
ginia on the democratic ticket in Novem- 
ber, 1877, taking his seat January 1, 1878. 
His term extended through one of the 
most exciting periods of the Virginia debt 
agitation and through his administration 
is not ranked as a successful one, it was 
pure and honest.

Littlejohn would be asked to hold a spe- 
cial term of court to try Hannaway, which 
Judge Littlejohn wired that he would do. 
This half-way satisfied the mob, but there 
were many in it who still advocated lynch- 
ing the poor devil and it was found that 
after dark an attempt would be made to 
take him from the jall. 

Deputy Sheriff Sheppard telephoned here 
for his son to come home at once, as 
things were getting warm up there. 

At a late hour all was reported qulet at 
Vienna, but there is no telling what will 
happen before morning. 

Taken to Cordele. 

At this hour—11:30 p. m.—it is reported 
that Hannaway has been brought to Cor- 
dele in order to outwit the mob. Very 
fewwere know this, however, and it is not 
at all likely that he wil) be lynched unless 
the mob gets on to the secret of his being 
spirited away. If it does nothing can save 
Hannaway, for the mob will surely lynch 
him,

While the train was crossing a trestle the 
ergine gave a sudden jerk and the cars 
began to pile up on each other. The wreck 
Was caused, it is supposed, by a loose 
wheel on one of the cars, 

Thirteen cars were smashed to pieces and 
their contents, canned goods, timber, etc., 
sent flying in all directions. The engine 
broke loose and staid on the track. 

A negro brakeman, Charles Ritch, was 
on top of the car which caused the accident 
and was instantly killed in the mix up, his 
body being horribly mangled. 

One white man, Flagman A. J. Hunt, had 
a miraculous escape. He was flung off the 
train and landed in a willow tree. By the 
merest accident a car was prevented from 
falling directly upon him. The rail. curved 
in such a manner as to hold it on the 
track. As it was, Hunt’s ankle wae sprain- 
ed. Hunt was brought to Columbus during 
the day. The track is now clear. 


GOVERNMENT MULES AUCTIONED 


About Four Hundred of the Animals 
Sold Yesterday. 

Savannah, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Four 
hundred out of about 1,000 mules, the prop- 
erty of the government, were sold at auc- 
tion there today to the highest bidder. The 
fale was conducted by Auctioneer J. W. 
Ferguson, of Atlanta, and was attended by 
many from points outside the city. Over 
half of the mules were sold to Savannah 
parties, but many went to outsiders. There 
were bidders from as far north as Wash- 
ington, D. C., and a number were here 
from Atlanta. The mules brought all the 
way from $35 to $112, according to their con- 
dition, and the man with a ‘‘one hoss’’ 
plow who came in from the country with 
$10 or $15 was not in it. 

The 400 mules brought a total of $24,115, 
an average of more than $60 each. The sale 
will not continue tomorrow on account of 
Deceration Day, but will be taken up again 
on Wednesday. There are nearly six hun- 
dred mules yet to be sold. The railroads 
are making a good thing out of shipping 
the stock to other points.

Called by Judge Reagan To Try the 
Eleven Men Arrested for 
Lawlessness.

Griffin, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—The 
State, county and city officials are using 
every means in their power to suppress 
the lawless acts of the band of regulators, 
and to punish the members when arrested. 
Eleven men are now in jail charged with 
being the instigators or members of this 
band. Judge E. J. meagan was in the city 
this morning, and after looking into the 
State affairs, decided to hold a specjal term 
of Spalding superior court this week. The 
grand jury drawn will meet at 9 o'clock 
Wednesday morning and make a thorough 
investigation of the deplorable affair, which 
has caused so much excitement the past 
week. The traverse jurors have been no- 
tified to appear at the courthouse Friday 
morning at 8 o'clock, when the special 
term of court will be called to order. 

The city council held a called meeting 
this morning for the purpose of employing 
additional counsel to prosecute the parties 
who are now in jail charged with being 
members of the regulators. Every mem- 
ber of the council condemned the band 
in unmistakable terms, and pledged thee 
services to aid in discovering the guilty 
parties and bringing them to justic. 

A motion was unanimously carried au- 
thorizing the finance committee to secure 
such counsel as they thought proper to 
assist in the prosecution and they retained 
Judge Robert T. Dantel. 

The men in jail upon the charge of whip- 
ping the negroes last week had a hearing 
this afternoon before Justices Carhart and 
Sorrell, Colonels T. J. Patterson, J. C. 
Smith and J. J. Flint appearing for the 
defendants, and Colonels Marcus W. Beck, 
Lloyd Cleveland and R. T. Daniel for the 
prosecution. 

After argument Judge Cahart stated he 
thought the grand jury was the proper 
tribunal to investigate the matter, so issued 
an order allowing them to give bond in 
the sum of $750 each. The cases will be 
called on Friday, June 2d.

STRACHAN SAYS 
HE WAS WRONGED 


Files Charges Against the Sailing Com- 
mittee 


'OF SAVANNAH YACHT CLUB 


Which Decided Against His Yacht in 
the Recent Race 


AFTER THE MARIE HAD WON IT 


| Says Committee Was Notified That 
the Vessel Was Ready for Inspec- 
tion Before Race. 


Brunswick, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—F. D. 
M. Strachan, owner of the yacht Marie, 
which won the prize in the second-class 
cabin yacht races in Savannah last week 
and was ruled out on account of the com- 
mittee claiming that the cabin on his boat 
was of such class that it did not properly 
entitle the Marte to a position in the race, 
has filed charges against the sailing com- 
mittee of the Savannah Yacht Club, and 
they went from here to Savannah today. 

To say that the charges are warm ones 
would be putting it mildly. They are red- 
hot and from the shoulder. Mr. Strachan 
makes them as a sailing master who feels 
that he has been greatly wronged hy the 
sailing committee, and that body will be 
staggered when they face the charges that 
have been brought against them of un- 
sportsmanlike conduct, unfairness, and 
general inconsistency. 

It seems that the Marie was allowed to 
make the race without protest and after 
she won it the committee ruled her out. It 
also seems that the committee was ree 
peatedly notified that the Marie was at the 
dock waiting to be inspected and that the 
sailing committee, or at least one of them, 
told her owners to “go ahead,”’ that she 
was ‘‘all right.’” After the committee de- 
cided against the Marie a protest was 
filed, but they debarred Mr. Strachan, who 
determined to show up the whole 
business, and his charges forwarded to- 
day are the result. They will wake up 
things in yachting circles generally, as 
the Marie is well-known in yatching 
circles, and Mr. Strachan tis a favorite with 
sportsmen generally. The consensus of 
opinion in Brunswick is that from what 
has appeared in the newspapers Mr. 
Strachan has the best of the fight, and it 
is a general impression that the sailing 
committee was grossly in error in ruling 
the Marie out after she had won the race. 

Brunswick’s New Opera House. 

Ground was broken today on the lot 
where Brunswick's new $20,000 opera house 
will be built. It is situated on Newcastle 
street, the main thoroughfare for business, 
and will be a handsome structure three 
stories high and 90x90 fect in dimensions. 
It Is being built bY E. D. Wolfe, represent- 
ing a western syndicate, of which George 
Counselman,. of Eberhardt, Ind., is presi- 
dent. These gentlemen came to Brunswick 
several weeks ago and by securing $2,500 
from the citizens of Brunswick they agreed 
to erect a $10,000 building. In return for 
the money subscribed each $5 subscribed 
entitled the subscriber to a ticket to the 
opening performance. It now develops 
that instead of erecting a $10,000 building, 
as first promised, the builders are going to 
put up a $20,000 one. Mr. Wolfe has agreed 
to manage the new opera house and the 
citizens of Brunswick are thoroughly 
pleased with this prospect. He and his 
associate, Mr. Counselman, have more than 
fulfilled their pledges to the Brunswick 
people and their cash payment today of 
$2,500 for a lot has certainly convinced the 
subscribers to the fund that they mean 
business: The average citizen of Bruns- 
wick !s overjoyed at the prospects for 
sows once more, as there have not been 
any to speak of here in several years— 
since the old opera house was blown down 
by the storm. 

Brunswick Will Have Good Record. 

There are prospects for general shaking 
up in Georgia naval militia circles and ft 
is probable that great surprises are in 
store for the boys. Adjutant General Obear 
was here yesterday and with him Lieuten- 
tn Kinsie, of Savannah, and some of the 

Brunswick officers. It Is known that the 
failure of the Savannah reserves to go on 
the crutse of the Prairie has not set well 
in the department circles, while on the 
other hand the fact that the Brunswick 
boys of the two divisions here went down 
in thefr pockets for several hundred dol- 
lars cash and paid their own expenses on 
the trip, put them fn good shape with the 
state authorities, as well as those at Wash- 
ington.

PROM THE SCHOOLS 


Aod Selling Them to Secend-Hand 
Dealers. | 


FOUR BOYS WERE ARRESTED 


Will Be Tried in Bibb Superior Court 
for Burglary. 


NEGRO BOY CHARGED WITH MULE STEALING 


Criminal Docket Called in Bibb Court 
Yesterday—Several Burglars 
Sentenced—Other News. 


Macon, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—For some 
time there has been much complaint of 
schoolbooks being stolen from the public 
schools of the city and resold as second- 
hand books. In order to remedy the 
trouble, as for as possible, the city council 
recently passed an ordinance requiring all 
merchants who buy secondhand school- 
books to keep a record of the kind of book 
bought, the date when purchased and the 
name and address of the person from 
whom purchased. The dealers are also 
prohibited from buying from any person 
under twenty-one years of age without 
the written consent of the parent or guar- 
dian. Failure to comply with the ordinance 
subjects the dealer to punishment by the 
recorder. Today four white boys ranging 
in age from ten to fifteen years were ar- 
raigned before the recorder on the charge 
of having stolen about thirty books with- 
in the past few days from the Alexander 
Free School and selling them to the Mc- 
Evoy Book and Stationery Company on 
forged orders, purporting to be the written 
consent of the parents of the boys to sell 
the books. The company became suspi- 
cious of the boys and the order and had 
two of the boys arrested, and the evidence 
before the recorder this morning implicated 
two other boys who were witnesses, and 
cases were also made against them. It 
was in evidence that entrance to the Alex- 
ander school was made through a window 
of the basement. The thirty books recov- 
ered today are only a portion of the books 
that have been stolen from various school- 
houses and sold. The four boys were 
committed to the superior court for bur- 
glary. ‘This will probably stop the theft 
of schoolbooks, not only by these defend- 
ants, but by others. 

Three Charges Against Him. 

Will Harper, a negro boy, was arrested 
in East Macon today on the three chargeé¢ 
of stealing a mule from Mr. Charlie Jor- 
dan, a Horse from Hal Johnson and a bri- 
dle from a hackman. The thefts occurred 
last night. It is alleged that Harper first 
stole the bridle, then went to the lot of 
Mr. Jordan and stole a mule and later 
stole a horse from the lot of Hal Johnson. 
This morning Johnson found the mule and 
horse in his lot, and the horse bore the 
plain signs of having been rode very hard. 
It is thought tfiat Harper first stole the 
mule, and that not riding to his taste, he 
then stole the horse, and after riding to 
his heart's content, placed the animals in 
Johnson's lot.

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SETS THE NEGROES . 
WILD WITH JOY 
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Harman, a Missionary, Causes Excite- 
ment in Charleston. 


PAINTS GLOWING PICTURES 
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Of How the Federal Government Will 
Pension Ex-Slaves. 


NEGROES BELIEVE EVERY WORD HE SPEAKS 


They Have Called a Convention To 
Meet and Have Paid Harman a 
Fee for Registration. 
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Charleston, S. C., May 29.—(Special.)—The 
hope of having the federal government pay 
them a reward for the years spent in bond- 
age has caused the wildest excitement 
among the negroes around Charleston. 

A week ago a missionary, M. G. Harman, 
came to,Charleston and announced quietly 
that he was the advance agent of a 
clety which was pushing a _ bill before 
congress to pay pensions to all ex-slaves. 
The bill, he told them, had been regularly 
introduced and weuld come up for final 
consideration at the next session of con- 
gress. The negro painted glowing pictures 
of what would result. He told stories of 
wealth at the very grasp of the men who 
were slaves until the proclamation of Abra- 
ham Lincoln set them free and the negroes, 
some of them, are half wild in this hope 
of gold. 

Harman has been addressing meetings of 
ex-slaves and from talk of pensions he 
has branched off on the subject of lynch- 
ings. What he had to say on this latter 
line was flery and hot in the extreme, and 
he gave words of advice which could only 
mean ruin and death were his directions 
followed. 

The more intelligent negroes, including 
the ministers, have tried to persuade the 
old slaves not to be fooled into any scheme 
Which had as its primary object the 
curing of a small fee. They said the thing 
on its face was a fraud; that the slaves 
were throwing away money where no re- 
turns could be had. Judson Lyons printed 
an interview in which he said that there 
Was not the slightest hope of any pensions 
ever being paid. This statement of his 
led to a most violent and bitter attack here 
by Rev. Harman. Harman said the men 
who were opposing the plan were traitors 
and should not be allowed to live. He 
said that although he was a minister of 
God, he would overlook that fact for a 
moment and lead a. mob. to lynch men 
of the Lyons stripe. He was loudly cheer- 
ed for his speech and the negroes have 
been worked into a perfect frenzy. They 
are wild about the money to come. 

At Jacksonboro, in this state, the other 
day, Harman was arrested for carrying on 
&@ fraudulent business, but the evidence 
Was not clear and he was dismissed. He 
is now traveling the state urging that dele- 
gates be sent to a convention of ex-slaves 
which will hola forth for a week at Young's 
Isiand, neor this city. Great thines are 
expected at this convention and negroes are 
Scraping around for the money to take 
them there. 

Harman is a bitter negro. He says he 
was born in Abbeville county, the “Nigge: 
Hell.”” He said that the lynching ground 
was his birthplace. “It was .:efir the scene 
of the Phoénix rfot,’’ he said, ‘‘and I know 
all tre men mixed up in that affair. The 
negroes, though, did not do their duty. 
They shoulq have stood to the rack and 
shot man for man. They should have kiil- 
ed a white man for every negro murdered. 

“The negroes have got to stand togeth- 
er,’ continued Harman. “They have got 
to show things to the white people. The 
white people at Palmetto cut off your 
ears; they chopped the fingers from your 
hands; they whacked your bodies; they 
cut out your heart and poured oil on vou 
and burned you, but it was right, because 
you ruined their women. But now you 
must tell the white man to stand across 
the line. Don’t let him cross. If he does, 
and. if he kills and ruins your people and 
your women, then take him up and lynch 
him as they would you. You have got to 
Stand together and give lynching for sg 
ing.’”’ 

Hundreds of ex-slaves aroung here have 
Signed their names to Harman’s roll and 
have paid him a fee to entitle them toa 
share of the federal wealth at the grand 
distribution after congress meets. 
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WANTS NO ROCK-THROWING GASES 


Judye Gage’s Charge to the Grani 
Jury. 

Columbia, 8S. C. May 29.—(Special.)— 
When court met in Greenville today for 
the express purpose of trying criminal 
cases, thirty new cases being brought in 
with twenty left over from last term, 
Judge Gage digressed considerably from 
the beaten track in his charge to the 
grand jury, ignoring formal phrases and 
making a direct, businesslike talk. Allud- 
ing to the change in the court schedule 
for this county, he thought it a good idea. 
The criminal and common pleas courts are 
Separate by law, and there is no good 
reason why they should not be divorced. 
In fact, the judge said, he had just one 
idea to impress upon the grand jury, and 
if te could do that the expenses of this 
court would be greatly curtailed. 

“I Know no other way to cut down the 
enormous expenses than for you to prompt- 
ly throw out all cases which are brought 
from any other motive than a desire to 
further justice. Hundreds of cases are 
brought into court that ought not to come 
here. When the prosecution answers no 
good purpose, have no hesitation in throw- 
ing it out. The temptation to bring cases 
here is frightful, and there is -no way 
to remedy it except for you to-take a 
heroic stand against it. I have here an 
indictment for assault and battery of a 
high and aggravated natire, in which it is 
alleged one person assaulted another with 
a rock. Unless it was a very bad and dan- 
gerous rock, bring no bill. We have no 
time to try people for fighting with rocks 
unless is was really aggravated. Let the 
magistrate dispose of it-as a simple as- 
sault.” : 

Judge Gage closed by insisting again 
that no citizen be put through the severe 
ordeal of trial unless on good grounds.

Railway Committee of Connell To Cos- 
sider the Mayson Ordinance. 
SIMILAR LAW NOW IN FORCE 
Mayor Woodward Had rt Passed When 
He Was an Alderman. 


HE ROASTS THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Says City Ordinances Are Not Enforced 
as They Should Be—Lively Talk 
from the Mayor.

The committee on electric and other rall- 
ways of the city council will hold an im- 
portant meeting in the next few days to 
cons der the ordinance of Alderman Mayson 
prohibiting freight trains passing the Loyd, 
Pryor and Whitehall street crossings be- 
tween the hours of 6 a. m. and 10 p. m. 

Whether this ordinance will pass the com- 
mittee and the council remains to be seen. 
Mayor Weodward is heartily in favor of 
such a move, and will sign the paper if it 
There is no doubt, however, 
the ra will oppose the move- 
ment, and Alderman Mayson will doubtless 
have to fight for his measure. 

It was announced yesterday by the mayor 
that there is already an ordinance on the 
municipal statute books similar to the May- 
son ordinance. It was introduced by Mr. 
Woodward several years ago, while he was 
alliermar.. and wes adopted. The measure, 
however, was never enforced. It has since 
as to allow the passage 
of per’shable freight, and the delivery of 
cars to merchants having tracks in the 
rear of their stcres in the center of the city. 

In speaking of the ordinance yesterday 
afterncon, Mayor Woodward had’ some 
lively things to say about the police depart- 
ment enforcing the laws, 

‘That ordinance, introduced years 
ago,”’ said he, ‘‘is still in existence, and 
ought to be enforced. The original 
measure prevents switching on the 
crossings from 6 a. m. to 10 p. m., and, 
although it has been modified to some 
extent, yet it is being violated every day 
by the railreads, and it is the duty of the 
police department to enforce this law. 

“It strikes me there is a woeful lack 
of effort to enforce the city laws in this 
department, anyhow. I think we need 
a kindergarten down there to teach the 
policemen the law, and how to enforce 
it. It has come to the point where it is 
almost useless for the council to pass an 
ordinance. <All sorts of measures have 
been adopted, and, as far as the police 
department is coneerned, they are for- 
gotten the next =§ day. A policeman 
should be a man who thoroughly under- 
stands the laws of the city, and knows 
how to enforce them. There is no use 
passing ordinances unless they are going 
to be regarded. The police department 
needs a waking up along this linea. The 
men should be taught the law.’”’ 

A city cflictal who has studied the grade 
crossing questioi carefully stated yesterday 
that the Mavyson ordinance, if enforced, 
would hurt Atlanta, in that the merchants 
who depeni on freight deliveries in the cen- 
ter of the city in the day time would prob- 
ably have to make material changes in their 
business, which might result in their re- 
moval clsewhere. in 

Alderman Mayson, however, believes this 
to be the best solution of the grade-crossing 
question, and wili urge the adoption of his 
ordinance. 


COMMITTEE ON TEACHERS MET 
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Held a Lengthy Session Yesterday Af- 
ternoon and Will Probably Fin- 
ish the Work Today. 

The committee on schools and teachers 
met yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock in 
the room of the board of education, Boys’ 
High school building. The committee was 
in session unti] nearly 7 o'clock, but did 
not complete its labor@ With the commit- 
tea met the members of the board of edu- 
cation not on the teachers committee, so 
thas the action yesterday was taken by 
the entire board instead of by the teachers 

committee alone: 

This committee adjourned last night to 
meet this afternoon at 4 o’clock. This will 
be the last session, as it was decided be- 
fore adjourning last night to remain in 
session today until the report had been 
completed. The presence of all members 
of-the board at the meetings will neces- 
farily make the action final. The report 
adopted tonight will be approved by the 
board of education at the annual meeting 
next Saturday. 

In preparing its report the committee is 
using the list published in the last annual 
report of the board of education. The com- 
mittee began at the top of the list and is 
going through every school separately. The 
list of schools had not been worked over 
by the close of the session last night. It 
is understood that after going through the 
list of regular teachers the committee will 
act upon the list of supernumeraries and 
finally upon the applications. 

A number of changes were made yester- 
Gay afternoon and it is understood that 
the list has so far been scratched in 
Reveral places. The report will be kept 
Secret until it is finally adopted by the 
board next Saturday. 


Pinopolis Sawmill Company Claims 
That the Union Lumber Com- 


pany Is Encroaching. 

The Pinopolis Sawmill Company filed a 
petition for injunction against the Union 
Lumber Company (in the ‘superior court 
yesterday. The allegations in the bill state 
that the defendant company is encroaching 
on the property of the plaintiff and is 
about to cut a quantity of timber in land 
lots 25 and 69, in Colquitt, to which it has 
no title. 

It is stated in the bill that the plaintiff 
eontrols the timber on these lots and will 
shortly begin the work of clearing them. 

A restraining order is asked to prevent 
the Union Lumber Company from tres- 
Passing upon the timber lands of the d@» 
fendant. Judge Lumpkin set the hearing 
for June bth. King & Spalding represent 
the plaintiff.

DOG LAW HAS 
STRUGK A SNAG 


Mayor's Approval Has Had the Effect of 
a Veto, 


TO HAVE MORE LEGISLATION 


This Time a Dog Wagon and Catcher 
Will Be Provided For. 


ANOTHER MEASURE TO COME UP MONDAY 


Alderman Mayson Will Introduce an 
Ordinance That Will Be Enforced. 
Dogs’ Days Numbered. 


Notwithstanding the council has pass- 
ed the  anti-dog law, the aldemanic 
board has concurred in it, and the mayor 
has signed it, the measure will not go into 
effect on the ist of the month, as pre- 
scribed. 

The situation {fs rather pecullar. It {s a 
case of where an approval by the mayor 
amounts to a veto. The ordinance appro- 
priated $400 for the expenses of the dog cru- 
sade. It also provided for the payment of 
SX) cents by the city for every dog delivered 
at the city hall. In signing the ordinance 
the mayor instructed City Clerk Green not 
to spend any of the $400, and not to pay 
cents for dogs. This practically kills the 
ordinance, as it is impossible to enforce the 
law without some expense, and the clerk 
will not go into his own pocket for this. 

Clerk Greene stated yesterday afternoon 
the ordinance would not be enforced. He 
said it was not only impracticable, but that 
it would be impossible for him to enforce 
it as adopted, without an appropriation, and 
this the mayor had prohibited him from 
spending. So far al} the dog legislation, 
therefore, has amounted to naught. 

While the dog law may be said to Le dead, 
the crusade against canine liberty is not. 
Alderman (Mayson will introduce another 
ordinance at the next session of the council, 
making another appropriation for dog 
catching, providing for a dog wagon with a 
catcher, and leaving out the clause author- 
izing the policemen to catch the canines and 
making the city pay a half dollar each for 
every dog delivered at the city hall. This 
ordinance will be adopted, and the mayor 
will sign it. It will go into effect probably 
in about ten days, and then the tagless dogs 
will have to look out for themselves. 

Meanwhile City Clerk Greene is making 
preparations for the enforcement of the 
law. He will obtain a supply of tags in the 
next few days, to be, sold to dog owners 
at $1.25 each. All canines supporting these 
tags will be immune from arrest. Those 
not wearing tags will be locked in the dog 
calaboose, and if not called for in twenty- 
four hours will be killed. 

Mr. Greene wishes it plainly understood 
that the law has not yet gone into effect, 
and that no tags will be sold to anybody 
until the mayor affxes his signature to the 
paper. There have been innumerable call- 
ers at the city clerk's office on dog business 
since this agitation, and the officials have 
been worried considerably. They make the 
humble request, therefore, that no more 
dogs be brought, and no more tags be call- 
ed for at the city hall until the final edict 
has gone forth that all canines must seek 
othee habitations or be labeled. 


: THE INSURANCE FIELD : 


The supreme court of Arkansas, in its 
opinion handed down Saturday in the anti- 
trust cases, holds that the act was penal 
and in its construction must be governed 
by the well-defined rule that penal statutes 
must be sirictly and rigorously construed; 
that applying this rule of construction the 
words “‘any corporation and partnership, 
any individual, any pool and trust, etc.,”’ 
must ‘be limited in their meaning to any 
corporation, partnership, etc., creating, 
entering into or becoming a member of 
any pool or trust in this state to control 
prices in this state, or if entered into in 
another state or country it must be for 
the purpose of affecting or controlling 
prices in this state; that belonging to a 
pool or trust in another state and doing 
business in this state is not within the 
perview of the statute unless the effect of 
such a pool, etc., ts the controlling of 
prices in this state. 

That if the act is given the broad extra- 
territorial effect contended for by the at- 
torney general then all that part of it 
that applies to any partnership, individual 
or persons who create, enter into or be- 
come a member of a pool, trust, etc., wouid 
be unconstitutional; that it is a familiar 
rule of construction that every word of 
an act should be given a meaning and up- 
held if a reasonable construction can be 
found that will do so; the act would apply 
equally to corporations, partnerships, in- 
dividuals and persons if it is construed to 
appiy only to conspiracies to control prices 
within the state of Arkansas. 

That looking at the language of the 
act, such was the. evident intention of the 
legislature, and the court so held. 

Managers have received the news of the 
Arkansas supreme court decision with 
much satisfaction. Nearly all of the com- 
panies advised immediately wired agents 
to commence writing, and those who had 
early information filed new bonds. ° 

Special telegrams from Little Rock say 
that a number of special agents were on 
the ground and began work as soon as 
the decision was rendered. 

From all reports it would appear that all 
of the contentions of the companies were 
sustained. The court held that fines could 
not be imposed upon institutions combin- 
ing for maintaining rates in other states. 
The anti-compact portion of the law was 
sustained, and hereafter Arkansas rates 
will be made independently. 

Those who had received the meager de- 
tails from Little Rock appeared uncertain

DIVISION OFFICES OPENED. 


Cylindrical Lap Bale To Be Introduced 
in Georgia. 


CAPTAIN THOMAS BLAKE HERE 


New Atlanta Division Includes Caro- 
linas, Georgia and Florida and 
Will Be Pushed Forward. 


The cylindrical lap bale of the American 
Cotton Company, which has been extensive- 
ly introduced throughout the west, {is to 
have a permanent home in Atlanta, the 
headquarters for the division including 
North Carolina, 
and Florida. 

Captain Thomas B. Blake, the division 
agent of the company, has recently.opened 
his office in the Equitabie building, and 
has begun the work of introducing the cyl- 
indrical bale in earnest. Captain Blake is 
one of the best known cotton men in the 
south and ‘for some time has been connect- 
ed with the American company, having his 
office formerly at Waco, Tex. 

A short time since he was transferred by 
his company to the department including 
Arkansas, Louisiana and the Indian Terri- 
tory, but before becoming established in 
the new territory, the American company 
decided to work the southeastern states 
thoroughly and Captain Blake was Select- 
ed to take charge of this division. 

Captain Blake is enthusiastic in 
up his new department, although at the 
present time, the cylindrical bale repre- 
sented by him is little known in Georgia 
or the neighboring states. He talks inter- 
estingly of the great advantage of the new 
baie over the old article and of the advan- 
tage of the cylindrical lap bale over its 
competitors. 

With a process which admits of sampling 
while the cotton is being put in shape the 
American bale, says Captain Blake, is com- 
pressed with a density of thirty-five pounds 
to the cubic foot, whereas that of its com- 
petitor is only twenty-two pounds to the 
cubic foot. 

‘“‘We agree,’’ said Captain Blake, ‘‘to take 
all the cotton compressed in our plants off 
the hands of the producer at a guaranteed 
price, which will leave the producer with 
a handsome profit. This, of course, is by 
no means compulsory, as the producer has 
a right ‘to sell his cotton where he pleases.” 

The round bale represented by Captain 
Blake is to be placed on exhibition at the 
state fair during the fall and the farmers 
of the state who come to Atlanta will be 
given an opportunity to see @ full plant 
in operation.

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SCARED AWAY BY WARSHIPS. 


Old Fisherman’s Theory A%out Disap- 
pearance of Mazcx?rel. 
From The Bangor, Me., Commercial. 

Of late years mackerel have not been 
seen off the eastern coast of Maine. One 
explanation was given Monday by a prom- 
inent fisherman of Southwest harbor, who 
was in Bangor on that day, who said: 

“We used to catch mackerel by 
thousands down our ways years ago, but 
the warships scared them away. You 
know they run in schools, and once they 
get scared from a certain locality they 
never again run that way. That's 
only reason I can find as to why 
don’t come our way nowadays.” 

Less is known about mackerel than of 
any other of our common food fish. It*is 
known that the fish migrate northward in 
the spring and southward in the autumn, 
and that they come from some unknown 
place that is secret to all of our experts. 

In May an enormous school strikes the 
coast of Yarmouth, N. S. This school evi- 
dently is separate from the southern army 
that advances from the southern coast.

They have learned to read the signs 
of their coming and going, but they. can- 
not explain them, neither can they account 
for their habits. They pursue them with 
a sort of intuition. One may be a good 
fisherman of other denizens of the deep 
in a shore time, but to capture mackered 
large experience is required.

We are told in the dispatches 
that at a meeting of a Grand Army of 
the Republic post, of which he is said 
to be a member, this Colonel Dammers 
“severely criticised the wearing of a 
confederate badge by President McKin- 
ley and the action of the Grand Army 
of the Republic post in asking General 
Wheeler to deliver a memorial address.” 
Colonel Dammers further announced 
that he would stay away from the Bos- 
ton theater when General Wheeler makes 
his address there before the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

The colonel’s absence will, however, 
no more put a stop to that interesting 
love-feast than his utterances, and those 
of a few other extremists above and be- 
low the late Mason and Dixon line, can 
put a stop to the great tide of fraternal 
reunion which !s the proper and natural 
result of that broader realization of the 
Aact of a reunited country which the 


f Spanish-American war brought. 


At the Charleston reunion there were a 
few men who criticised the gallant little 
soldier of two wars, the greatest living 
cavalry leader, because he now wears 
the blue, which tells of splendid service 
for his country against a foreign foe; 
in Boston there is one man, and perhaps 
a few others, who are equally blind to 
the progress of events and who hold it 
up against General Wheeler that he once 
wore the gray of the confederacy. 

These extremists are stragglers behind 
in the great march of fraternal prog- 
ress; perfectly honest in their views, 
undoubtedly, but men living in tke 
past, not the present. They represent 
nobody but themselves. The men at 
Charleston who resented Joe Wheeler's 
loyalty to the flag of his country no more 
represented the south than the few un- 
reconstructed extremists of the Dammers 
type represent the north. The vast 
majority of the people of the south un- 
derstand and appreciate the spirit which 
inspired President McKinley in his fa- 
mous Atlanta speech advocating the care 
of the confederate graves by the govern- 
ment; and so, on the other hand, the 
vast majority of the people of the north 
understand and appreciate the spirit 
which actuated hig acceptance of a 
badge bearing his own words about the 
graves, even if that badge did contain 
the counterfeit representation of the flag 
of the confedercgy. 

And so do the people, north and south, 
understand and appreciate the splendid 
patriotism and the magnificent services 
of Fighting Joe Wheeler. The ex- 
tremists represent nobody but them- 
selves, and they are few and far between. 
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A Visitor’s Views.

Neither the whites nor any 
other powers are able to assign the ne 
groes to any higher place than they are 
fitted to oceupy, nor to any lower place 
than they actually deserve. ‘Therefore, 
when Mr. Fletcher talks about the place 
to which the whites assign the negroes, 
he means something else; he means, in 
fact that the negroes occupy the place 
which fits them. ‘And this is inevitable 
in the nature of things. 

Booker Washington sees this as clear- 
ly aS any one, more clearly than those 
who know nothing of the race as a body. 
He perceives, too, that, ag the race must 
necessarily be judged and judge itself by 
the individual, work must begin with 
the individual. This is his platform— 
the uplifting of the individual. Upon that 
his scheme rests, and it is a scheme that 
should have the approval of good men 
everywhere. The fact that it does not 
have the approval of a great many ne- 
gro politicians and leaders shows beyond 
all question that the place which the 
race occupies is that which it has as- 
signed itself. 

It may be frankly asked what good the 

higher education does a negro at pres- 
ent unless his vocation is to be that of 
a teacher? For many years he will 
have but a narrow place in the profes- 
sions. What does a negro porter, or 
janitor, or messenger get out of a know!l- 
edge of the classics? If it be replied 
that culture of that kind is a resource 
for the mind and is its own compensa- 
tion, we grant it: only in this case we 
think the cart has been put before the 
horse. Now, Booker Washington is not 
opposed to higher education, for some of 
his most enthusiastic and successful 
teachers are graduates of the Atlanta un- 
iversity, and we say that if the Atlanta 
university can turn out ten successful 
teachers in as many years that is a suffi- 
cient excuse for its existence, 
Nevertheless, the remedy is not in 
higher education, which, even with the 
white race, ig the opportunity of a very 
small minority. Booker Washington 
is simply preparing the way for those 
who may take advantage of all oppor- 
tunities, including higher education. 
The main trouble now is the political 
education which the younger generation 
has received. They have been taught by 
a few northern editors and orators to 
regard their neighbors and their fellow- 
citizens as enemies to be hated and op- 
posed at every turn. That is the out- 
come of radical republicanism; all the 
trouble that has occurred has grown out 
of it. : 
Mr. Fletcher’s reference to the negroes 
who were 'the product of slavery is very 
timely. They were “good.” They 
were “easily managed,” as easily man- 
aged as white people are. They were 
polite and genteel. The rising genera- 
tion of negroes thinks that politeness is 
servility; and they have no idea of the 
real meaning of citizenship. All they 
know ig politics, and politics, in their 
view, is worthless if it does not enable 
them to show their hatred for the 
whites. 
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As to Issues. 

There are two political elements ex- 
tremely anxious to see the democrats 
seng the currency question to the rear 
and keep it out of sight altogether. One 
of these, it is worth noting, is the repub- 
lican party; the other is composed of 
the worthy gentlemen who were so 
short-sighted as to attach themselves to 
the political fortunes of the billbynum 
party. 

The anxiety of the republican party 
is natural. Its leaders foresee that if 
the real democrats—the democrats who 
stand on the Chicago platform—can 
be prevailed on to ignore the currency 
question, a serioug division will be cre- 
ated in the party, and a very large body 
of voters will be driven away from the 
democratic candidates. The republic- 
an party, it must be observed, occupies, 
officially, a very peculiar attitude toward 
silver. Up to the present moment it 
has always claimed to be as good a friend 
to silver as the democrats; it hag only 
refrained from indorsing independent 
free, coinage, its leaders insist, for fear 
that action by this government alone 
will result in a depreciated currency. 

This is the republican position, ag our 
readers well know. We say nothing 
of the sincerity of the leaders who have 
made these declarations; we merely state 
the official position of the republican 
party with respect to the silver question. 
The latest declaration of the party is to 
be found in the platform on which Mr. 
McKinley was nominated. The result 
of the election has been declared to be 


theless the platform says, in effect, that 
the gold standard is a bad thing, ana 
must be maintained only until this gov- 
ernment can secure the co-operation of 
European nations in getting rid of it. 
Again, we say nothing of the sincerity of 
that declaration; we merely state the 
fact as it stands. 

But now the moment will soon arrive 
when the republican party must dis- 
charge its obligations to the interests 
which have thus far been successful in 
fastening the gold standard on the peo- 
ple. It must turn around upon its dec- 
larations in favor of international bi- 
metallism and put in its platform a 
plank declaring for the permanent main- 
tenance of the gold standard. Under 
these circumstances the party 
leaders are extremely anxious that 
the democrats should send the 
silver question to the rear, and 
this is the reason why their organs dwell 
so insistently on the “probability,” and 
why the agents and assistants of the 
republicans are so ready to twist the 
statements of prominent democrats into 
declarations that the silver question has 
ceased to be important. 

If this result could really be accom- 
plished—if democrats could be prevailed 
on to believe that the voters of the coun- 
try have lost’ interest in the currency 
question and the collateral issues which 
grow out of it—the republican party 
would score a great preliminary victory. 
Take away the currency question, and 
what issue could the democrats present 
to the country? A declaration against 
trusts? Well, the republican party will 
make a strong declaration against trusts, 
and it will have the advantage of the 
democrats in being aple to bleed these 
combinations for campaign purposes. So 


a victory for the gold standard: never-* 
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tar as a declaration against trusts is 
concerned, the average voter, who is 
unacquainted with the history, tradi- 
tlons and purposes of the democratic 
party, will have small choice between 
the parties. 

What, then, is to be the prominent, 
the over-powering issue in the next cam- 
paign? Ig the predominant issue to be 
opposition to the republican policy of 
the Philippines? ‘What is that policy? 
What wil! be its bearings on democrat- 
ic history and doctrines? At present 
no mancantell. The administration it- 
self seems to have no policy other than 
that which is demanded by the actual 
course of events from day to day. This 
must be obvious to all who are observing 
results in the islands, and the conclu- 
sion is inevitable that if the demo- 
crats had been in power when the Span- 
ish war came on, Manila would have 
fallen just as it did fall, and the policy 
of the party would have been shaped by 
current events on the islands. 

An issue may arise out of the attitude 
the republicans assume when the pres- 
ent troubles there are composed. There 
may be a question as to whether the in- 
habitants are to be temporarily governed 
as the victims of a military conquest, 
or whether they are to be permitted to 
experience and enjoy the beneficent re- 
sults of good government, which, in its 
essence and substance, depends on the 
consent of the governed. Ag to the 
question of “imperialism,” about which 
there has been so much drumming and 
strumming, we say now, as The Consti- 
tution said at the outset, there is noth- 
ing in it. 

No; there is no issue now presenféd, 
or likely to arise, as important as the 
financial question. It reaches and rami- 
fies almost every other political ques- 
tion. It springs up in unexpected 
places; it demonstrates its importance 
wherever people meet to consider the 
situation. It offers a solvent and a 
remedy for the trust evil which is now 
threatening the industrial progress of 
the country. ‘The secret of trust growth 
and success is the inability of individ- 
uals and small business firms to com- 
mand the money necessary to enable 
them to compete with rivals, and when 
these smaller interests allow themselves 
to be absorbed by trusts it is because 
they cannot help themselves. 

Neither the thunder of political par- 
ties nor the formalities of statutes can 
remedy or prevent the formation of 
trusts. While the gold standard re- 
mains operative they will continue to 
grow and flourish. Ag long as the in- 
crease in the money in circulation can 
be controlled and cornered by the men 
who are behind th2 trusts, just that long 
will these combinations continue to pre- 
vail. ‘Therefore, the financial question, 
in its various and varied forms, will con- 
tinue to be the chief political issue of 
the day. It will be made so by the 
people who feel the pinch and pressure 
of low prices and who perceive the dis- 
astrous effects of trust supremacy in 
business and industry. 

Neither political party can escape It. 
The republican party will be compelled 
by the interests that now control it to 
declare for the gold gtandard. On the 
other hand. the democratic party will 
be compelled by the people to main- 
tain its position as the champion and 
defender of bimetallism. We are only 
repeating here the facts We have stated 
hundreds of times, but their repetition 
seems to have an air of timeliness now. 
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The Civil Service Farce Again. 

In response to demands of the political 
managers of his party, and particularly to 
meet the exigencies of Ohio politics, 
President McKinley has at last issued 
the civil service order which has been 
looked for ever since he assumed office. 

The details of the order are unimpor- 
tant save to the people directly affected 
—those now protected by the civil ser- 
vice laws who now find themselves at 
the mercy of the spoilsmen, and the 
hordes of hungry republicans who have 
been clamoring for a chance at the pub- 
lic crib; but the order itself is interest- 
ing as another demonstration of the how 
many kinds of a farce this civil service 
law is. 

President McKinley hag always posed 
as the stanchest possible friend of the 
civil service system, and in all his ut- 
terances has gone ag far as its most 
ardent mugwump supporter could wish. 
President Cleveland, the prince of mug- 
wumps, posed as the patron saint of the 
system. And yet both juggled with 
the law whenever they saw fit. Cleve- 
land extended the operations of the law 
over a lot of offices which had never been 
filled by appointment simply because 
they were then held by his appointees; 
President McKinley now throws open a 
lot of offices to be filled by members of 
his own party, simply and solely because 
he wants to throw democrats out and 
put republicans in. 

From the first the law has been a 
plaything to be tossed about at will by 
the politicians. There are several rea- 
sons for this. One igs that it hag at 
times been made ridiculous by some of 
the people chosen to administer its pro- 
visions; another is that such a system, 
building up as it must a great office 
holding class, is against the genius of 
the institutions of this country; and still 
another reason is that politicians are 
politicians, no matter how thick the ve- 
neer of statesmanship may be on the sur- 
face. 

The civil service law as now admin- 
istered should be wiped from the statute 
books. It is dishonest in its represen- 
tations and a farce in its operations. It 
begets pharaseeism and frauds. It is 
un-American. <A merit system, which is 
that in-all honesty, is a thing to be de- 
sired, but there should be no life tenure 
of office. The interests of the country 
demand the wiping out of this remnant 
of pharisaical mugwumpery and the 
substitution of a sensible system by 
which appointments were made with re- 
spect to qualifications for the office to 
be filled. Such a system would result 
in good service to the government, a 
thing not possible under the present 
mugwump plan, under which would-be 
janitors are compelled to stand high. 
schoo] examinations. 

As for President McKinley’s order, it 
means nothing more than the opening up 
of more offices to be filled by republic- 
ans. It is but another chapter of the 
juggling which is sure to be kept up 
just as long as we have this law on the 
statute books.

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SOME BUSINESS MEN 
WHO ARE GOOD SPEAKERS 


The newspaper paragraph about Mr. Ju- 
nius G. Oglesby’s illness at Asheville, N. C., 
alarmed his friends when they read it, and 
many inquiries were made in regard to his 
condition. 

Within the past few days he has steadily 
improved, and it is hoped that he will soon 
be completely restored to health. 

After reading the item in question, I 
found myself recalling some of the inel- 
dents of Mr. Oglesby’s early career. 

Shortly after the war, before the city had 
been rebuilt to any extent, hundreds of 
newcomers went into business there. Some 
had money, and others had none, but, all 
were hopeful and enterprising. 


It was an 
era of flush times, and some of the young 
men who then started with empty pockets, 
and equally empty storerooms, rented on 
credit, soon received big stocks of goods on 
commission and built up a business which 
enriched them. 

The brightest young men in Georgia and 
other southern states flocked here in search 
of employment, and among them was Ju- 
nius G. Oglesby, a native of Elbert county, 
if Iam not mistaken. 


At that time he was apparently about 
nineteen or twenty—a fine-looking, manly 
youth who at once made a favorable im- 
pression upon al} with whom he came in 
contact, 

Accepting a clerkship in the wholesale 
grocery thouse of Zimmerman & Verdery, 
on Marietta street, Oglesby soon showed ex- 
traordinary business ability. 

Not caring much for the ordinary pleas- 
ures and amusements of society, the young 
clerk found his chief recreation in the de- 
bates of a club of young men, which was 
one of the most notable organizations of 
that pertod. 

Among the members were many lawyers 
and law students, but there were fully as 
many merchants and clerks. The profes- 
sional men did not monopolize the eloquence 
of the club, by any means. They furnish- 
ed some fine speakers, and among them 
were such men as W. M. Bray, T. P. West- 
moreland, John T, Pendleton, Henry Hill- 
yer and John Tyler Cooper, but the business 
men met them with a strong array of 
speakers, among whom were Junius G. 
Oglesby, A. J. West, H. H. Cabaniss, B. 
B. Crew, Samuel A. Echols, A. A. Winn, 
W. G. Newman and W. W. Haskell. 


Oglesby had no desire to be prominent. 
He had fully made up his mind to stick to 
commerce and keep out of public life, but 
the debates interested him, and as there 
was a general desire to hear from him, he 
spoke at nearly every meeting, and soon 
became a ready and attractive off-hand 
speaker. 

Not having any serious purpose in view, 
he did not prepare himself for a debate, 
but devoted himself to the pleasant task 
of attacking his opponents and their argu- 
ments. 

Gifted with natural humor, d a master 
of ridicule, jrony and sarcasm, nothing de- 
lighted him more thin to ruin the other 
fellow and his speech by his mock serious 
compliments and indorsements. By the 
time he had finished his praise of the 
speaker on the other side, the latter was 
ready to sell out at ten cents on the dollar. 

He was called the John Randolph of the 
club, but, unlike the Roanoke orator, his 
Speeches left no bitterness, no bad feel- 
them. His fellow members 
thoroughly enjoyed his comments on their 
efforts, and were among the first to join 
in the laugh against themselves. 


Prosperity spoiled some promising ora- 

tors among those young business men, but 
“* 

some of them have shown upon more than 

one otcasion that they are still able to hold 

thelr own with practiced professional 

speakers. 

Oglesby devoted himself closely to busi- 
ness pursuits for many years, after the 
debating club died a natural death. He 
succeeded and went to the very front of 
Atlanta’s solid citizens, but those who 
touched elbows with thim every day knew 
so little of hig natural gifts as a speaker 
that they wondered thow he would acquit 
himself, a few years ago, when he was 
booked for an address in his official capac- 
ity as president of the Atlanta chamber of 
commerce. 

It was an important occasion, and some 
famous men were present, but President 
Oglesby was equal to the emergency. 
Though he had not made a speech in two 
— he delivered an address which was 
the star attraction of the evening, and was 
talked about in every circle. 

What a strong man he would have made 
in public life, with his wonderful combina- 
tion of brains, energy, application and other 
winning factors! 


In this country every first-class business 
man ought to master the art of public 
speaking. 

He need not be what its called an orator, 
but he will find it to his advantage to 
train thimself until he is abje-to respond 
to any unexpected call, and make an ac- 
ceptable off-hand speech. 

Talk moves the world, and every man who 
desires to be a leader in even the smallest 
cricle should learn to talk well. 

I heard the late Major Campbell! Wallace 
make his first speech one night, and it was 
the best effort of the occasion. The major 
fet that he was master of his sihiect, and 
this fact gave him confidence. With a little 
practice ha would have made a reputation 
as a public speaker. 

Colonel George Adair has heen a business 
man all his life, with the exception of his 
journalistic and military experience, but he 
has always felt at home on the platform, 
and I never heard him make a dull speech.

Crew 
speaks wel} upon all occasions. and Sam 
Echols will always be fluent and entertain- 
ing, 

There are othere, of course, but Iam talk- 
ing about business men. 

Sometimes I think that we make a great 
mistake in not pressing more of these brainy 
citizens into the public service. 

It is time for us to outgrow the old notion 
that the public offices must be filled bv 
lawyers. <A first-class, up-to-date man of 
business, as a rule, makes a good gov- 
ernor, congressmen, member of the legis- 
lature or mayor, 

Hosts of business -men are thoroughly 
educated. They are readers and thinkers, 
and they are in touch with all the currents 
of progress. Many of them could instruct 
the average politician and beat him out of 
sight in a debate, 

Lawyers will generally be in the major- 
ity in all legislative bodies, and in the pub- 
lic offices. This is not objectionable, but 
there should be a larger representation from 
commercial, manufacturing and agricultural 
circles. 

There are plenty of men outside of the 
professions who are natural orators and 


statesmen.

He will land in a few days in 
San Francisco on his way home to re- 
cuperate.

The fact that a duel has been fought 
over the fat or thin Hamlet provlem doesn’t 
settle the much-mooted question one way 
Or the other. It is second only to that other 
one--was Hamlet mad or only simulating 
madness? Devotees of the bard of Avon 
will each continue to have his theory and 
to hold to it strenuously, no matter how 


many duels may be fought or how hot ° 


the controversy May wax. 


This particular crisis in the fat or lean 


controversy was precipitated, of course, by 
Sarah Bernhardt’s cyclonic Hamlet which 
set Paris and the rest of the world to talk- 
ing. Sarah thinks she is all right in her 
idea of the character and says so in a 
Journal interview. ‘“‘My conception of the 
proper interpretation of Hamlet has been 
fully realized by the largest and most en- 
thusiastic audiences,’ the divine Sarah 
says, though why that should be any crit 
rion she does not attempt to show. 


“The unfortunate differences of opinion 
between the two literary critics, Mendes 
and Vanor, does not disturb the springtide 
of approval. Each country Tra@s its own 
conception of Hamlet, just as each nation 
has its own idea of the Madonna. The 
—— Hamlet differs from the French. 

“Shakespeare has left no light upon his 
characters, save that which is sheg vy tne 
text. Hamlet’s age, his mental condition 
and how far mythical, how far historical 
is the story are questions which can never 
be absolutely settled. Every one who es- 
says the role of Hamiet forms his own 
Opinion. I form a clear idea of Hamlet, 
and make him as real-as I can. I try to 
make Hamlet about thirty-five. I don't 
think he was wholly mad, for there’s too 
much method in his madness. 

‘Whether that appearance of his fathér’s 
ghost wholly unhinged his mind is by no 
means clear. He was melancholy and at 
times violent, but not a raving maniac. 
The tragedy affords an ample opportunity 
for full play of the human passions. 
Withal, there was something feminine in 


the prince of Denmark, making his im-- 


personation not too difficult for a woman.”

It is interesting to De fOld, as a Herald 
dispatch informs us, that Mendes’s reasons 
for fighting in defense of the Bernhardt 
idea had really nothing to do with his own 
beliefs on the subject. In other words, he 
cares nothing whether Hamlet was fat or 
lean, mad or sané- He fought for Sarah, 
ang he fought because he possesses that 


rare virtue, gratitude, Here is The Herald 
getory: 


He looks upon the actress as his saviour 
and as the woman who prevented him from 
living and dying a literary machine. I 
once heard him tell the story and tears 
came into his eyes as old memories were 
revived. Few people know that M. Men- 
des for over five years wrote semi-scien- 
tifle and general utility. articles daily in 
The Petit Parisien. The articles were 
signed ‘Jean Froallo.’’ In fact, such con- 
tributions to the education of concierges 
ee in French journalism as ‘“‘frol- 
os. , 

He had previously gone through a pe- 
riod of intense poverty. so that even slav- 
ery seemed better than starvation. But 
it was dreary work. 

“I wrote my ‘frollos.’” said Mendes, 
‘Just as a clerk would add up figures, and 
with about the same amount of interest.’’ 

i think they must have been pretty bad, 
for he laughingly owned that he once look- 
ed over the entire collection of them with- 
out finding a single line-worth incorporat- 
ing in his later works. 

During his starvation days he had writ- 
ten his superb play, ‘‘Meres Ennemies,” 
and had sent it to every theater manager 
in Paris, always receiving it back, a littie 
more tattered and dirtier each time. 

“I was rapidly becoming stupefied,’’ said 
M. Mendes on the day he related the story 
to me. : 

“IT went to my office in the morning, 
wrote until noon, lunched, and then be- 
fan again, spacing out the lines auto- 
matically until evening. 

‘Il had no ambition, no dreams, no hope, 
Every time any theater changed hands I 
ot out my ‘Meres Ennemieés’ and sent it 
n anew to the director, not with the idea 
that it would be accepted, but as a mere 
matter of habit. 

“One day Bernhardt took the Ambigu 
theater. I happened to be bored just at 
the moment by a sort of hanger on, who, 


under the excuse of running errands for’ 


me, now and again got a few francs a 
week out of me, more to be rid of him than 
anything else. 

“I sent him off to Sarah's with the eter- 
nal ‘Meres Ennemies.’ A few days later 
I was stunned to receive a note from her 
—s me she was about to produce my 
play. 

Everybody familiar with the theatrical 
history of Paris knows how she kept her 
promise, for M. Mendes’s play was a suc- 
cess never equaled until ‘Cyrano.’ It 
consecrated him as a master, and the writ- 
er has never forgotten that it was Sarah 
who brought his servitude as “Jean Frol- 
lo’’ to an end. 

That is why he took so much to heart 
M. Vanor’s remark that Sarah was but @ 
slender representative of the fat, scant 
of breath Hamlet. 


Clement Scott, the eminent English crit- 
ic, gossips interestingly in his Herald let- 
ters on women as Hamlets. “You will all be 
discussing Sarah Bernhardt’s Hamlet this 
morning,’’ he writes. “I wish I had been 
in Paris to see it. I have seen several 
English and foreign Hamlets. The first 
was Miss Farriott, of Sadler's Wells, a 
very excellent Hamlet indeed. She is now 


acting in ‘The Only Way,’ the Sydney Car- , 


ton revolution guillotine drama, at the 
Prince of Wales theater. The second was 
Mrs. Brandmann Palmer, who, as Milly— 
not Minnie—Palmer, was one of the sweet- 
est of Juliets. One’ night, poor girl, in 
the potion scene, she fell backward on 
the bed, and down it went. Milly Palmer 
and all, her little legs sticking up like 
pigeons’ in a pie. These were the best. I 
never saw Charlotte Cushman as Hamlet 
or Romeo. But in the last character I saw 
a Mme. Vestvali, who was not very bad, 
The best Romeo I ever saw, female or 
male, was Esme Beripger.”’

Today is federal Decoration Day, and the 
memory of the boys of the blue will be 
fittingly remembered at the national ceme- 
tery at Marietta today. There will be a 
special train to Marietta this morning at 
9 o’clock to take the members of the local 
Grand Army of the Republic and all others 
who may caré to go. Holiday hours will 


be observed at the postoffice today. 

The memorial committee of the O. M. 
Mitchel post of Atlanta, has issued the 
following circular, which gives all the de- 
tails of today’s exercises: 

“The usual services will be helg at the 
Marietta national cemetery on the appoint- 
ed day, May 30, 1899. 

“A special train, consisting of a sufficient 
number of toaches to accommodate such 
people as desire to attend, under the im- 
mediate charge of this committee, will 
leave the union depot, Atlanta, on May 
30th, at 9 a. m. sharp, and returning will 
leave Marietta at 2 o'clock p, m. Fare for 
the round trip, 50 cents for adults and 2 
cents for children. Tickets will also be 
good on. regular trains leaving Atlanta at 
8:15 a. m. and Marietta at 6:43 p. m. 

“A special train on the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern railroad will also leave 
Blue Ridge, Ga., at 6 a M., arriving at 
Marietta at 9 &.#a.; returning, will leave 
Marietta at 6 p. m., arriving at Blue Ridge 
at9p.m. Tickets on sale May 30th, limited 
for return to date of sale. Fare for round 
trip: From Blue Ridge, Ellijay, Talking 
Rock, Jasper, Tate and Nelson, $1; from 
Ball Ground, 75 cents; from Canton, Holly 
Springs ang Woodstock, 60 cents, — 

“All Grand Army of the Republic com- 
rades, their families and friends, the la- 
dies’ auxiliary to O. '‘M. Mitchel post, mem- 
bers of the Woman's Relief Corps and 
Sons of Veterans are cordially invited to 
attend and participate in the decoration 
of the graves. 

“The ladies’ auxillary an@ members of 
the Woman's Relief Corps are requested 
to take charge of procuring the necessary 
flowers, and all who attend are relied upon 
to make contributions. Let each remember 
that we,are entirely dependent upon volun- 
tary contributions for this purpose, and, 
in this way, each will have the pleasant 
privilege of a personal participation in the 
occasion. If blossoms be scarce, it is sug- 
gested as being especially appropriate, that 
an abundance of. delicate evergreen sprigs 
be furnisned. 

“Elowers sent in baskets to the special 
train will be, if desired, taken in charge 
by the committee and carried to the ceme- 
tery. Tags should be attached to baskets 
with owner’s name, so that they may be 
claimed at the cemetery after the con- 
tents have beén removed. 

“The procession will form at the railroad 
depot at Marietta, headed by the band, in 
the following order: Blue Ridge post No.

“Chairs are provided for seating the 1Ja- 
dies and elderly people yuring the exercisoa 
and are intended for their sole use and 
occupancy. 

“Over ten thousand of our dead com- 
rades are buried in the Marietta national 
cemetery. Their surviving relatives and 
friends are denied the sad pleasure of pay- 
ing honor to them, and cannot strew flow- 
ers and drop a tear upon their last resting 
Place on each returning Memorial Dav. 
They justly look to us who are located 
within reach of their honored graves to 
See to it that their patriotic services shal) 
not be forgottéh, and we are bound in ‘fra- 
ternity, charity and loyalty’ to take the 
Place on this <dccasion of the mothers. 
widows and orphans of those whose sepl- 
cher is so far away from those they loved.

The meeting yesterday morning was an 
interesting one, and every member of the 
class approved of the resolutions drafted 
by the committee of four appointed for that 
purpose.

ADRIAN BRAUN ELECTROCUTED. 


Convict Who Murdered His Wife Dies 
in Electric Chair. 

New York, May 29.—Adrian Braun was 
put to death by electricity in Sing Sing 
prison today for the murder of his wife. 
A current of 1,800 volts was turned on at 
9:17 a. m. and at 9:18 he was declared to be 
deag by the attending physicians. A sec- 
ond shock was- given for ten seconds. The 
execution was successful. 

Braun was serving a sentence of two 
years for assault upon his wife. Siie visited 
him in prison, taking some delicacies to 4 
him. During their interview Braun stab- 
bed her to death with a knife he had con- 
cealed from the guards.

London, ‘Ma 29.—The Liverpool corre- 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle asserts 
that Dr. Blyden, a nativé Liberian states- 
man, is now en route from Liberia em- 
powered by the Liberian executive to dGe- 
mand an American protectorate for Liberia, 
and in the event of the United States se- 
fusing, he is empowered to approach the 
British government on the same subject.

San Francisco, May 29.—The United 
States transport Grant is scheduled to sail 
for the Philippines late tonight. The Grant 
is heavily laden with supplies for the ar- 
my and navy in the Philippines and car- 
ries besides 1,200 men for the Fourteenth 
infantry.

The decree 
takes effect May 31st.

In digging up a federa] belt buckle near 
the top of the mountain Mr. Ware dis- 
covered that on the back was written the 
name “W. H. Smith, Brooklyn.” An ex- 
amination of the National cemetery regis- 
ter at Marietia showed the name of its 
wearer as one of thousands of slain 
bufied in that town.

Probably the most? unique of the many 
novel displays will be an exhibition of 
home-made quilts and blankets made _ by 
the mountain women of the state. Many 
of these women, living in the sparsely set- 
tled districts, still cling to the most prim- 
itive methods of hand weaving, and some 
of them possess a degree of skill that Is 
remarkable. Mrs. Black 1s also interesting 
herself in this department. She will make 
an effort to get a large display, and see 
that the different articles are sold at the 
fair. : 

Interest continues to center on the educa- 
tional display. Among the counties that 
have signified their intention of making ex- 
hibits are: Hancock, Bibb, Fulton, Chatham 
and Muscogee. In all parts of the state 
boys and girls are preparing themselves for 
the oratorical contest and the prize essay. 
Commfssioner Glenn says he expects fully 
one-half of the counties in the state will 
send representatives to take part in these 
comtests. 

That the fair will have a midway has 
been definitely determined, but its exact 
character has not been decided upon. The 
midway will be located near the old life- 
Saving station and will contain a number 
interesting attractions.

court that there shall be no boisterous or 


rowdy conduct, not to say drunkenness, at 
any of the suburban summer resorts ths 
season so far as his court can prevent it. 

It was stated to the police a week ago 
that a number of young men were making 
a habit of going to some of the resorts 
near the city and getting half drunk, and 
that they were so boisterous as to make 
the places unpleasant for ladies and chil- 


dren. 

When this fact was brought to the at- 
tention of Recorder Broyles he said: 

“Just let the police or special officers at 
the resorts bring the offenders before me 
ang I will teach them a lesson they will 
not forget. There shall be no rowdyism 
at these places which sre frequented by 
ladies and children if heavy fines In my 
court can put a stop to it.” 

Saturday afternoon Special Officer Glover 
hag occasion to arrest a young man who, 
while not drunk, was acting in a very 
boisterous manner and the officer told him 
to either keep quiet or leave the grounds, 
At this the young fellow guyed the officer. 

The case was tried yesterday afternoon 
and Recorder Broyles said: 

“The evidence is that the defendant only 
acted in a boisterous manner and that it 
annoyed some ladies. If it had been shown 
that he and his friends were drinking and 
cursing 1 would have given him the limit 
of the law, but I will make the fine $10.75 
just for the mere matter of boistervus 
eonduct, for IT have suid I Intended to 
heip the officers preserve order at the sub- 
urdDan resorts, and I] am glad to get a 
starter. The people who go to the resorts 
must be protected and young men have 
no right to go to these places and act 
even in a loud or boisterous manner, al- 
though they might be sober and do not use 
profane language. Boisterous conduct is 
objectionable to ladies and there must be 
no conduct at these resorts which can of- 
fend ladies and children.”’ 

The young man demurred to the amount 
of the fine. but the recorder would not re- 
duce it and the defendant went to the sta- 
tion sergeant’s office and paid the fine 
under protest. 

The police have taken steps to keep the 
resorts free from characters which fre- 
quented them in years past and which at 
one time came near breaking up nearly all 
the resorts about the city. 

hereafter every person that 
properly conduct himself at any of the 
pleasure resorts wiil be promptly arrest- 
ed and when he is tried he may look out 
for a heavy fine.

Attorneys in the Case Discussed the 
Leading Questions Yesterday. 


WITHDRAWING SHAREHOLDERS 


Their Rights as Preferred Creditors 
Will Be the Issue. 


OFFICE EXPENSES SAID TO BE TOO HIGH

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Those Shareholders Who Paid More 
Than Their Dues Before Receiver 
Was Appointed Provided For. 


Xtter a discussion of the questions in- 

volved in the hearing of the Southern 
Mutual ‘Building and J.oan Association 
case before Judge Lumpkin yesterday 
hours the attorneys 
were unable to make an agreed state- 
ment of facts and Judge Lumpkin post- 
poned the hearing until 12 o'clock today. 

There are a large number of questions 
which the attorneys representing different 
clients wish to have testéd before the 6u- 
preme court, and in order to get them to 
that tribunal they must be heard in the 
lower court. Judge Lumpkin announced 
yesterday that he wanted the attorneys 
for the recefvers and the attorneys for the 
withdrawing members to agree on the 
facts and argue the question as to the 
rights of the withdrawing members of the 
association as creditors. 

This is one of the leading contentions in 
the case and as Attorney C. T. Ladson 
ied the first intervention, it is his client 
who will be used as a model for the others. 

I? was stated at the nearing yesterday 
that large sums of money were held by 
the courts in other states awaiting the 
ruling of the superior court of this coun- 
ty, as the other receivers in states out- 
side of Georgia are ancillary to the court 
of this county, where the application for 
a receiver was first mae. . 

The court took the case under considera- 
tion at 9 o'clock yesterday morning and 
after a short @scussion an adjournment 
was taken for a few hours for the at- 
torneys {o agree on certain facts, Then 
the court took the case up again. An 
agreement had been made, but Judge 
Lumpkin said he was not willing to hear 
the case on the agreement which had been 


made. 

Further argument took place in which 
the attorneys stated they did not know 
whether they could come to an agreement. 
Colonel Ladson spoke for his client and 
Captain Wylie Burnett of Athens, Judge 
R. T. Dorsey and Captain Ellis spoke for 
the revelivers. 

They asked more time to make an agree- 
ment, but thought the one which had been 
made would be sufficient to go to trial. 
Judge Lumpkin said he wanted to make 
some progress In the case and was not 
inclined to give more time than was ab- 
solutely necessary to the hearing of the 
Case. 

It was finally arnounced that the at- 
torneys should agree and be able to take 
up the case at 12 o'clock this morning. ; 

There are several other questions which 
the attorneys stated to te court yester- 
day they wanted taken up so that the su- 
preme court could make an early decision 
on all of them. It 4s not probable, how- 
ever, that but oné quéstion will be handied 
at a time. 

W. P. Hill gave notice that he would 
ask the court téday to instruct the re- 
ceivers to signify to the court whether the 
expense which the receivers have been 
under should continue as the work is now 
nearly complete. 

He said he did not see that the office ex- 
penses of the receiverships should be as 
high as $300 per month. He said he thought 
it was now time to dismiss one of the re- 
ceivers or a bookkeeper or something and 
he was for reform or retrenchment.
